Resumes appear 
in a “Document Section” and are numbered sequentially by an accession number beginning with 
the prefix ED (ERIC Document). The indexes appear in an “Index Section” and provide access to 
the Resumes by Subject, Personal Author, and Institution. 


Availability of Documents: The documents cited in Resources in Education, except as noted, 
are available from the ERIC Document Reproduction Service (EDRS), in either microfiche (MF) or 
hard copy (HC). The price per document is based on the number of pages and is subject to change 
over time.

of which focus on the multi-disciplinary approach 

in the development of a consumer education cur- 
riculum for high school students. The first activi- 
ty, which demonstrated the feasibility of a multi- 
disciplinary approach using local school person- 
nel and resources and university faculty in cur- 
riculum development, is a study which developed 
a set of tested, validated prototype consumer 
education materials in five steps (each of which is 
described): operational definition of consumer 
education, identification of broad areas of com- 
petencies, development of specific performance 
objectives under each broad area of competency, 
selection and writing of appropriate instructional 
materials and teaching strategies, and the con- 
struction of objective-referenced tests for the 
measurement of pupil achievement. The second 
activity described in this report is phase one (of 
two phases) of Project PACT (funded by the 

Michigan Department of Education), which 

focused on how secondary students were affected 

by teaching performance and teaching context 

(classroom learning environment/process and stu- 

dent teacher relationships) when teachers taught 

towards selected consumer education objectives 
using processes and materials of their own choice 
rather than systematically designed instructional 

materials. It is concluded that the success of a 

consumer education program lies in the training 

of high school teachers in implementing such a 

program using an interdisciplinary approach with 

input from various disciplines as well as educa- 
tors, teachers, and students.

A survey was conducted to explore the poten- 
tial of weekly newspapers for information dis- 
semination in rural Saskatchewan. Articles about 
engineering research of relevance to the commu- 
nity had been mailed to eighty weekly Canadian 
on a free-choice basis over a ten 
month period. A random sample of 1,020 sub- 
scribers selected from the subscribers to three of 
the newspapers were sent a questionnaire asking 
them to indicate which of twelve articles they re- 
called seeing and, if so, read. The data obtained 
from 328 useable returns indicated that 53.2% of 
the sample reported either seeing the articles or 
reading some or most of them, while 42.8% of 
the sample reported not having seen the articles. 
After analyzing the popularity of the articles with 
the editors and readers and making some cost 
estimates, it was concluded that, assuming the 
current readership could be maintained, the 
weekly newspaper is a viable and efficient means 
of disseminating extension information of the 
type and for the purpose used in the engineering 
articles.

The high risk students 
complete 10 hours of human relations training 
early in their first quarter. They also receive sup- 
portive services in terms of career development 
and tutoring as part of the developmental pro- 
gram. More than 90% of the high risk students 
were eligible to return for a second quarter. The 
mean quality point average for high risk students 
at the end of the quarter was 1.51 on a four point 
scale. Follow-up studies showed 64% completing 
one year of college. (Author) 
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This research investigates how androgynous 
men and women are evaluated relative to those 
who are sex-typed or sex reversed, and also in- 
vestigates the joint effects of attractiveness and 
sex-role upon such evaluation. Two studies with 
replicable results were conducted. In each, ap- 
proximately 185 male and 185 female undergrad- 
uates were asked to rate one stimulus person on a 
series of bi-polar trait adjectives after reading a 
fictitious supervisory report about that person.

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This booklet outlines the New Jersey State De- 
partment of Education’s affirmative action plan 
to achieve equal opportunity for all employees 
and applicants for employment in the State De- 
partment of Education. The plan calls for com- 
pliance with federal and state legislation regulat- 
ing employment practices and requiring fairness 
and equity in hiring, promotion, demotion, 
transfer, recruitment, termination, pay rates, 
benefits, and selection for training or academic 
leave. Under the plan, the commissioner of edu- 
cation is responsible for guaranteeing affirmative 
action compliance within not only the state de- 
partment, but in all other educational agencies 
receiving resources from the state, including local 
school districts. The plan provides for state de- 
partment personnel, including an affirmative ac- 
tion officer, coordinator, and advisory committee, 
to oversee its implementation. (Author/DS)

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This paper examines some of the historical and 
contemporary assumptions regarding the social 
and educationai context of the use of corporal 
punishment on children, assumptions that are im- 
plicit in the Supreme Court's decision in the In- 
graham v. Wright case. Beginning with a summa- 
ry of the Florida case, the author outlines the 
Court's majority opinion concerning the constitu- 
tional issues (involving the Eighth and Fourteenth 
Amendments), and the dissenting minority’s posi- 
tions. The majority held that corporal punishment 
of school children neither constitutes “cruel and 
unusual punishment,” nor requires due process 
beyond traditional common law remedies. The 
author argues that this decision reflects the 
majority's conservative cultural values, which 
stress the importance of historic tradition, specifi- 
cally, of Puritan, authoritarian tradition. An anal- 
ysis of parent-child, teacher-student relationships 
indicates the tension between democratic and 
authoritarian concepts in American society. (DS) 
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This book makes the proceedings of the 1976 

Phi Delta Kappa Symposium on Humanism in 
Education available to a broad audience. It in- 
cludes presentations, the ensuing discussion 
among the participants, and several reactions to 
the symposium. The focus of the book is on the 
approaches--curricular, psychological, sociologi- 
cal, and organizational--that might be taken in 
the search for greater humanism in the educa- 
tional system.

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In designing the evaluation of year round 
schools (YRS) in Cherry Creek, four questions 
dealing with major concerns in determining the 
effectiveness of YRS were posed: What are the 
characteristics of school programs associated with 
YRS? What is the reaction of parents to the YRS, 
its inconveniences and conveniences? What are 
the effects of YRS on student achievement? What 
are the costs of YRS compared to the costs of al- 
ternative scheduling systems? These four 
questions serve as a framework for organizing the 
evaluation report. Among the findings are that 
roughly two-thirds of the parents prefer the YRS 
to the traditional schedule; when pupils in YRS 
are matched on intelligence quotient and sex with 
pupils in traditional schools in the district and 
achievement test scores are compared, no impor- 
tant differences between YRS and traditional 
school pupils are observed at grades 3-6 in 
vocabulary, language skills, work study skills, or 
arithmetic; YRS and traditional schools have es- 
sentially equal operating costs; and converting 
traditional schools to YRS is cheaper than build- 
ing new schools or adding to existing buildings.

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Despite an evaluation study that showed no dif- 
ferences in student achievement between students 
in traditionally scheduled schools and in year 
round schools (YRSs), school personnel con- 
tinued to provide anecdotal evidence of educa- 
tional benefits in YRSs. In this oral testimony, the 
continuity of the learning process was stressed. 
Because the student is on vacation for only 15 
days, he fails to build up nonschool behaviors 
that teachers find so disruptive among students 
who have lived outside the school for three 
months. This more refined examination of learn- 
ing Opportunity and student achievement in- 
cluded surveys of students and teachers and a 
comparison of student performance on locally 
made tests designed to measure the achievement 
of sixth-grade mathematics students as measured 
against district goals. Interviews with teachers 
provided evidence that less post-vacation time 
was spent reviewing pre-vacation material in the 
YRSs. Student attitudes about going back to 
school, disruptions, and retention were better for 
students at YRSs than for the control group. 
There was, however, no significant difference in 
the achievement between the two groups. Appen- 
dixes include the teacher interview schedule, the 
student questionnaire, and the test given the stu- 
dents.

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Law, Students, Supreme Court Litigation,

prehensive and objective summary and analysis of 
state supreme court and federal court decisions 
that affect the governance, management, and 
operation of the schools. The summary of these 
decisions in chapters on governance, finance, 
property, tort liability, pupils, employees, and col- 
lective bargaining constitutes a concise annual 
reference of value to administrators, teachers, at- 
torneys, school board members, and others af- 
filiated with public and private schools.

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This chapter deals with cases on the allocation 
of authority and responsibility within the educa- 
tional structure of the several states, as well as 
with cases arising out of contractual obligations 
and other sources of legal rights. School board 
members, administrators, and teachers need to 
understand their legal rights and responsibilities if 
they are to function effectively and with the least 
exposure to personal liability and damages for 
their errors and omissions. The first section deals 
with Supreme Court decisions in the areas of 
hearings for dismissed teachers, state sovereignty, 
retirement, and residence requirements for em- 
ployees. Other sections deal with the authority 
and responsibility of state and local boards of 
education, board meetings and minutes, bidding 
and contracts, and school district and board 
member elections.

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Constitutional issues of two kinds dominated 
school finance litigation during 1976. First, the 
extent to which public funds may be spent for 
private school students without violating the First 
Amendment or similar state constitutional provi- 
sions remained a difficult problem.

Id to violate the antiestablishment clauses of 
the state constitution. Second, the question of 
what degree of equality is required in educational 
opportunities, last addressed by the United States 
Supreme Court in Rodriguez, continued to arise 
in a variety of contexts and to receive a variety of 
decisions in state courts. In addition, courts adju- 
dicated numerous matters concerning school 
taxes. (Author/IRT) 
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While the types of cases reported in this year’s 
chapter are essentially the same as those reported 
in last year’s, the number of certain types of 
cases have changed--in some instances signifi- 
cantly. For example, the number of cases raising 
constitutional issues in the areas of school con- 
struction, location, and property use have 
declined. On the other hand, there has been a 
significant increase in the number of cases involv- 
ing challenges to the outcome of school bond 
referenda. In Texas, Connecticut, New Jersey, 
New Mexico, Tennessee, and lowa, taxpayers, 
failing to defeat school bond referenda at the 
polls, have tried to reverse the outcome in the 
courts. Unless there is evidence of willful miscon- 
duct or fraud, however, the courts are still reluc- 
tant to overturn the results of elections. But, in a 
few cases involving Lye oat attachment and 
detachment and school closures, the courts are 
not at all reluctant to reverse school board deci- 
sions, particularly those in which the board ap- 
peared to place cost considerations above the 
general welfare and educational opportunities of 
the students.

duty, that this failure was the direct (proximate) 
cause of the injury, and that actual loss or 
damage resulted. The discussion of negligence is 
organized by the location of the incident--gym 
classes, classes, playgrounds, school 
buildings, athletic events, school outings, and 
while a student is enroute to and from school.

School officials did well in cases challenging 
disciplinary methods and procedures. With the 
exception of Ingraham v. Wright, most of the cor- 
poral punishment litigation is being heard in state 
courts where, with a few exceptions, the authori- 
ties are winning. Cases involving student substan- 
tive rights were few in 1976, evidencing perhaps 
a relaxation of tensions over the generation gap.

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Cases involving employment interests of 
teachers, administrators, and other school em- 
ployees generally continue trends set in earlier 
years. Discrimination considerations continue to 
play an important role. One area in which the 
courts might be said to intervene somewhat more 
than in others is the prevention and remediation 
of race discrimination. Courts have been quick to 
defend the rights of black employees both in dis- 
tricts under desegregation orders and in other 
cases, such as the case mandating more hiring of 
minorities in a St. Louis suburban system. Despite 
the. amount of legislation regulating sex dis- 
crimination, relatively few cases reached the 
courts during the past year. One of the most sig- 
nificant opinions was the decision by the supreme 
court of Indiana invalidating the adoption of 
separate actuarial tables for the computation of 


benefits of male and female retired teachers. 
Other traditional areas of concern receiving at- 
tention are employee dismissal and discipline, 
tenure and seniority, and questions of substantive 
and procedural due process. (Author/IRT)

obligation and authority to bargain; unit deter- 
mination and representation elections; scope of 
bargaining; union security; duty to bargain in 
good faith; third-party procedures; strikes, 
lockouts, and other concerted employee activi- 
ties; contract enforcement; and miscellaneous.

This paper presents arguments in favor of using 
partial dictation as a test of foreign language 
proficiency. In this kind of test, subjects listen to 
recordings of material in the foreign language and 
are required to fill in missing words in a written 
version of the recordings. Partial dictation is 
preferable to ordinary dictation in that: (1) it 
makes possible the use of different voices and 
speech situations; (2) it is more economical; and

There is ample evidence that bilinguals, even 
infant bilinguals, can translate naturally, i.e., 
without any special training for it.

the assistants themselves. To alleviate or even 

eliminate problems of declining enrollment in 
both upper division and graduate courses, all 
regular faculty should teach one or more elemen- 
tary sections, any left unstaffed to be taught by 
second- or third-year assistants only.

(2) a system for collecting, analyzing, and using 
quantitative data on these conditions, policies, 
and practices. Possible uses include: (1) setting 
consumer protection standards and goals that in- 
stitutions should meet to gain or keep accredita- 
tion, and (2) establishing an institutional self-re- 
porting system that could be the basis for 
periodic self-evaluations and possibly central re- 
porting.

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The Special Services Program for Disad- 
vantaged Students is designed to assist certain 
postsecondary students who require special help 
to complete their education successfully. Through 
Federal grants to institutions, special service pro- 
jects have been established to offer supportive 
services to low-income, physically handicapped, 
and limited-English-speaking students. Evalua- 
tions were conducted of nine of the Office of 
Education's region 7 projects. The study, carried 
out from September 1976 to January 1977, pro- 
vides descriptive information on ten projects’ 
characteristics, activities, client groups, and per- 
formance. In the final report innovative and ex- 
emplary features are highlighted and the projects’ 
outcomes are presented, as are the major conclu- 
sions of the study.

Longstanding opposition in 
the Ways and Means Committee has heretofore 
prevented a postse: education expense tax 
allowance bill from reaching the floor of the 
House of Representatives. In the spring of 1977, 
however, hearings on tax allowance bills were 
held by a House budget committee task force, 
which indicated to some that the legislative cli- 
mate for passage of a credit or deduction had im- 
proved. At the same time, important questions 
remain to be answered: How much would a tax 
allowance cost the Treasury in forgone revenues?

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The development of external planning for col- 

leges and universities as a function of state 

government is continuing to evolve.

Quebec colleges remained firmly entrenched in 
the pure classicism of prerevolutionary France 
until well into the twentieth century. Formal 
Roman Catholic Church control of Laval Univer- 
sity, a Jesuit university, ceased in 1965 at a time 
when the institution and its administration were 
expanding tly. and the faculty quickly began 
to resent } ogee of bureaucrats over their af- 
fairs. Major changes had already been set in mo- 
tion by 1963 royal commission of inquiry into 
education in the province. Access to education 
was democratized, faculty was ex 4 
budgetary economies and accountability were im- 
posed. One result was the lowering of Laval’s 
previously high faculty salaries. Unionization oc- 
curred, but in a haphazard fashion. There were 
several faculty concerns at Laval: the absence of 
collegial governance, the extremely precarious 
position of untenured faculty, and the lack of a 
fixed salary scale.

An attempt is made to 
minimize the risk of poor academic performance 
during the first year in college.

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Graduate study is a complex enterprise. It is 

both a legacy of the past and a mixture of novel

Declining priorities for research 
and declining undergraduate enrollment mean 
limited opportunities for young PhD’s to teach, 
perform research, and enter onto a tenure track.

The committee's activity during 1976 revolved 
mostly around the review of petitions and interim 
reports relating to the Commissioner's authority 
to list ag ee accrediting and state approval 
agencies. The committee reviewed 70 petitions 
and reports. As a result of its recommendations, 
one agency was added to the list of nationally 
recognized accrediting agencies and associations, 
recognition was continued for 27 agencies, and 
extension of scope of recognition was granted to 
seven agencies. Accepting the committee’s 
recommendations, the commissioner also 
awarded eligibility status for federal funding pro- 
grams to two institutions, and he determined that 
the Community College of the Air Force has met 
the criteria for awarding the Associate in Applied 
Sciences degree. The committee’s usual review of 
policy matters was limited during this year, but it 
did review several developments in legislation, 
the current criteria for recognition, advisory com- 
mittee functions, operating procedures and role, 
and relationships between the private accrediting 
and education community and the U.S. Office of 
Education.

One of the outgrowths of the student counter- 
culture of the late 1960's and 1970's was the 
emergence of a specifically educational counter- 
culture that found a following among members of 
college and university faculties. As war and 
militarism declined as dominant issues provoking 
campus unrest, assaults on the structure of higher 
education sharpened. The experience of the 
University of New Mexico was typical: faculties 
became polarized between those defending tradi- 
tional academic practices and standards and 
those taking an antiestablishment stand. Frequent 
and acrimonious debates occurred over grading 
practices, academic regulations, curriculum 
requirements, student participation in 
governance, and tenure and promotion policies, 
among others. An empirical study at the universi- 
ty undertook to specify factors or characteristics 
predicting faculty receptivity to antitraditional or 
radical educational values. Responses to a 
questionnaire were analyzed. Three themes were 
present in the questions, each counterposing two 
ideologies: (1) egalitarianism versus meritocracy; 
(2) science as the objective search for truth ver- 
sus science as ideology; and (3) positivism versus 
personalism in pedagogical methods. Results are 
discussed as they relate to faculty militancy and 
unionization. (MSE) 
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Factors that will determine the impact on 
proprietary schools in this research report are ex- 
amined, including: modification in Federal stu- 
dent grant programs; competition with higher 
education; new career training demands; in- 
creased regulation of proprietary schools; and in- 
flation. A short-range assessment of impact is un- 
dertaken in this study. The conclusions are: (1) 
Most proprietary schools do not compete for stu- 
dents directly with colleges.

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A growing proportion of the producers of 
American belles-lettres belong to the academic 
guild. The private patrons of writers of earlier 
periods have few counterparts today, and colleges 
and universities have taken over and enlarged the 
function they performed: to give writers both the 
wherewithal for living and a habitat, thus per- 
forming a haven function. These institutions are 
performing this function more effectively and 
successfully than any institutions in man’s history. 
At the same time they are more completely serv- 
ing the needs of the nation and a constantly 
growing proportion of its citizens. Such mul- 
tifunctional activities cause exasperating conflicts, 
but the structural flexibility to resolve them ex- 
ists.

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The purpose of the study series is to monitor 
the progress of private colleges and universities 
regularly and to provide reliable and timely infor- 
mation for the use of government officials, educa- 
tors, donors, students, faculty, and other persons 
or groups interested in private higher education.

Independent stud 
and its implications for increasing educational ef- 
fectiveness are examined in terms of: honors pro- 
grams; independent study programs; the interest 
in, and scope, context, and economics of inde- 
pendent study; and the research needed in inde- 
pendent study. Pilot experimentation is recom- 
mended for providing independent study within 
an integrated curriculum; for setting minimum 
time requirements for a course of independent 
study; for reviewing teaching methods; for 
broadening honors-type approaches to indepen- 
dent study; for making institutional provision for 
early admission, advanced placement, or credit 
for prior learning; and for developing working 
models.

The older the individual, the more 
likely the influence is to be in all three stages of 
influence. Yet, much research with young viewers 
fails to consider the latter stages of influence and 
pe the larger effects. Evidence which does 
consider such stages suggests: (1) portrayals of 
violence can lead to aggressive performance; (2) 
ted exposure to portrayals of violence may 
increase the likelihood of aggressive performance, 
(3) aggressive performance is not dependent on a 
typical frustration; (4) whether aggressive effects 
may also mean antisocial effects remains to be 
shown; (5) factors in a portrayal which increase 
the likelihood of aggression suggest that aggres- 
sion is justified, socially acceptable, motivated by 
malice, or pays off; (6) exposure to portrayals of 
violence may desensitize young persons to 
responding to violence in their environments. Re- 
lated effects of aggressive portrayals on two other 
behaviors (rule violation and self-harm) are sum- 
marized.

Three 
types of institutions in Minnesota and Wisconsin 
were identified as pertinent sources of informa- 
tion: (1) secondary schools, (2) 
technical institutes, and (3) two year community 
colleges. A survey questionnaire was sent to data 
ame teachers at these types of institutions. 
on the survey findings, recommendations 
were made both for inservice and preservice edu- 
cation of data processing teachers and for further 
research. Appended are the survey instrument, 
data processing textbooks in use, and teacher 
needs in the areas of data processing content and 
data processing teaching competencies. (STS) 
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The purpose of this small scale study was to 
make a preliminary assessment of the potential 
value of the ERIC data base for educators in 
Britain. On-line searches of the ERIC data base 
were conducted for a sample of fourteen users 
who were asked to comment on the relevance of 
retrieved materials. Results indicate that ERIC 
can provide access to relevant information not 
obtainabie from other sources. Also included is a 
review of the use of computerized ERIC data 
base retrieval systems in countries other than the 
United States. (Author/STS) 
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This paper relates recent research findings to 
conceptual and practical considerations that per- 
tain to educational television for adults. Issues 
discussed focus on (1) identification of the adult 
learner, (2) the learning needs of adults, (3) roles 
television can play in adult education programs, 
and (4) guidelines for designing programs for 
adult learners. Studies by the authors on the 
learning styles of adults are among the research 
projects cited. (STS) 
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Identifiers—*Method of Designing Instructional 
Alternatives 
MODIA (Method of Designing Instructional 
Alternatives) was developed to help the Air 
Force manage resources for formal training by 
systematically and explicitly relating quantitative 
requirements for training resources to the details 
of course design and course operation during the 
planning stage. It suggests approaches to course 
design not incorporated in available planning fac- 
tors, and describes the effects of concise design 
on resource use. It has four components. The first 
component, descriptions of options, provides the 
range of choices available as they affect course 
operation, cost, or instructional effectiveness. The 
second component, User Interface (UI), is an in- 
teractive computer program which produces a 
course description in computer-compatible data 
that interrelates course content, teaching strategy, 
student characteristics, and resource assignment. 
The third component, Resource Utilization Model 
(RUM), simulates the way in which student 
progress through the course generates require- 
ments for training resources. The last component, 
Cost Model (MODCOM), estimates the five-year 
investment and operating cost associated with a 
given course design. MODIA aids the course 
planner by structuring the design process, sug- 
gesting alternative choices, and estimating the ef- 
fects of choice on course operation and cost. It 
allows the synthesis of alternative designs and 
their evaluation based on the weighing of the 
various performance measures. MODIA is sup- 
ported by two groups of people, those expert in 
using MODIA and those expert in the areas of 
subject matter and planning particular to the 
course. The computer capabilities required by 
MODIA are presented in an appendix. An exam- 
ple of how MODIA would be applied is presented 
and an evaluation of its use in an operational 
setting is discussed. (Author/DAG) 
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Identifiers—*Method of Designing Instructional 
Alternatives 
MODIA (Method of Designing Instructional 
Alternatives) was developed to help the Air 
Force manage resources for formal training by 
systematically and explicitly relating quantitative 
requirements for training resources to the details 
of course design and course operation during the 
planning stage. This report provides a com- 
prehensive introduction to MODIA by describing 
options for training course design. Options are 
specified in MODIA in a step-by-step process 
managed by the User Interface (UI) component 
which produces p patible data from 
which MODIA derives a description of the course 
operation. The report prepares and assists plan- 
ners in making better use of MODIA by provid- 
ing: (1) an overview of data and information that 
the UI required, (2) an understanding of the logi- 
cal relationship within that data, (3) an un- 
derstanding of the relevance of UI entries to the 
training course plans, (4) the range of choices 
that may be made, and (5) the pros and cons of 
each choice as they affect effectiveness and cost. 
In sum, this report parallels the structure of the 
UI component, and supplies its training-related 
rationale. (Author/DAG) 
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This report discussed the conceptual and 
technical problems which constrain information 
systems (acquiring, classifying, storing, searching, 
retrieving) and shows how these are affected by 
certain characteristics of educational administra- 
tion's knowledge base. The following constraints 
are identified: (1) the eclectic and multi-discipli- 
nary knowledge base of educational administra- 
tion makes it difficult to maintain quality in infor- 
mation products for acquisition, and to screen 
and purge low-quality products; (2) the lack of 
intra- and inter-disciplinary agreement on the 
meaning of terms exacerbates the problems of in- 
formation product selection, screening, purging, 
and abstracting; (3) the low level of language 
specialization hinders controlling relevance in the 
information system; (4) the eclectic and multi- 
disciplinary knowledge base is further con- 
founded when educational administration su- 
perimposes another layer of specialized language 
upon the information drawn from the social 
sciences; (5) large volumes of information 
products make indexing imprecise; (6) personal- 
ized, non-publication communication patterns do 
not characteristically exist among educational ad- 
ministrators, so that relevant knowledge-produc- 
tion proceeds at a slow rate. A final section 
reviews information science research literature 
relating to use nee as opposed to use 
by knowledge-producers. (DAG) 
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This report presents two research studies. The 
first, an experiment using 176 fifth graders, tested 
three hypotheses: (1) When content is held con- 
stant across es, different formats of a 
medium differentially call for mental skills. (2) 
Formats which call for the same skills in different 
ways affect learners differently. (3) The TV for- 
mats identified as critical differentially interact 
with initial skill mastery in the service of 
knowledge acquisition. The results indicated that 
different formats differentially affect mental 
skills, that there is a different pattern of correla- 
tion between skills and knowledge acquisition 
within each format group, and that the kinds of 
skills a code calls for are partly dependent upon 
what the learner perceives as the task require- 
ments. The second study was a cross-cultural 
comparison between Israeli and American sam- 
ples of fourth and sixth graders. Four hypotheses 
were tested: (1) Literate exposure to TV corre- 
lates positively with mastery of the relevant men- 
tal skills. (2) Such correlations are to be found 
particularly among younger children. (3) A group 
with heavier exposure to TV also displays better 
mastery of the relevant skills, but not of the ir- 
relevant ones. (4) Groups with similar amounts of 
exposure to TV but of different SES backgrounds 
have more similar levels of relevant skill mastery 
than other skills. The first three hypotheses were 
supported, though the fourth was not. The report 
concludes with the reconsideration of certain as- 
sumptions relative to codes. Statistical tables and 
sample test and questionnaire items are included.

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In March 1975, the University of Michigan Re- 
gents and the Graduate Employees Organization 
signed a contract which included coverage for 
uate student staff assistants employed by the 
ibrary system there.

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Violence and advertising are the most visible of 
many issues receiving attention in the formulation 
of policy by govermental agencies, the television 
industry, and advocacy groups. The role in policy 
formulation of empirical research that identifies 
relationships between television viewing, in- 
dividual thought, and behavior is growing in 
several areas: (1) television advertising and its in- 
fluence on children, (2) evaluations of existing 
regulatory policies and of industry practices, (3) 
the causal hypothesis of viewing violence and 
viewer aggressiveness, (4) television’s influence 
on voter decision-making, (5) the function and 
influence of entertainment in the lives of people, 
and (6) television’s role in the lives of the young 
in developmental terms. Psychological research in 
such areas is one means by which we can obtain 
the knowledge necessary to shape television to 
the image we seek. (Author/DAG) 
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This paper presents a system for examining use 
of school audiovisual equipment in terms of ob- 
jective parameters. The technique was developed 
to assist administrators and teachers in planning 
audiovisual equipment needed to support particu- 
lar projects. The influence of teaching style and 
teacher and student equipment preferences are 
considered. Through the use of index ratios as- 
signed according to the (1) number of teachers 
and (2) number of students in a school, and mul- 
tiplying by a factor for each type of equipment, a 
base figure for each type of equipment is ob- 
tained. Tables for the ratios and indexes are in- 
cluded. Policies for using the base figures are 
discussed. Nine case studies from schools in vari- 
ous socioeconomic areas contain a brief descrip- 
tion of the area, graphs showing use of equip- 
ment, deficiencies below the norm (base figure) 
and excesses above the norm. (JAB) 
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A cost study was undertaken of the costs in- 
curred by, or allocable to, the Interlibrary Lend- 
ing (ILL) section of the UCLA Pacific Southwest 
Regional Medical Library Service (PSRMLS) 
from June 1, 1976 through May 31, 1977 for 
filled and unfilled book and journal requests. 
Mathematical methods were used to establish ac- 
curate values of total direct salaries, direct sala- 
ties applicable to each type of request, indirect 
salaries, direct materials applicable to each type 
of request, indirect materials, and number of 
each t of request. Cost estimates for inter- 
library lending of the PSRMLS, based on We- 
stat’s overhead rate (from “A Study of the 
Characteristics, Costs, and Magnitude of Inter- 
library Loans in Academic Libraries,”) were 
compared to results of this study. The study con- 
cluded that the great disparity between the 
PSRMLS overhead rate of 170.8 percent and the 
Westat overhead rate of 50 percent tends to con- 
firm that Westat omitted some overhead cost 
categories and/or miscategorized some individual 
salaries as direct. Cost underestimation of this 
magnitude could cause serious budget and plan 
miscalculation. Sections providing detailed infor- 
mation about the PSRMLS, derivations of esti- 
mated direct and overhead ILL costs, and data 
tables are included. (KP)

Signicant developments in the documentation 

and library services of 32 African countries since 
the Kampala, Uganda meeting held in 1970 are 
enumerated. Particular reference is given to the

The study demonstrated that a viable time 
savings and cost model can be developed, given a 
sufficient data base from which to draw the 
necessary course content and student charac- 
teristics descriptions.

MODIA (Method of Designing Instructional 
Alternatives) was developed to help the Air 
Force manage resources for formal training by 
systematically and explicitly relating quantitative 
requirements for training resources to the details 
of course design and course operation during the 
planning stage. This report describes the 
Resource Utilization Model (RUM), the com- 
ponent of MODIA that simulates course opera- 
tions and reports on the flow of students through 
a course, and the use of the resources specified 
by the planner. RUM is a computerized, discrete 
event simulation of course operations for 
resource planning. The model simulates resource 
demand, resource allocation, and student queue- 
ing generated by student progress through the 
potentially complex flow patterns of an instruc- 
tional course. Another MODIA component, the 
User Interface (UI), allows the planner to 
generate alternative course designs which, in 
turn, generate input for simulation of these cour- 
ses by the RUM. The model then supplies reports 


on student flow bottlenecks and resource utiliza- 
tion in terms of actual resource hours used, 
average student throughput times, and other in- 
formation essential to planning. Samples of the 
reports are provided.

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XS-O is a low-cost interactive system that 
serves as a self-explanatory school computer. The 
machine dialog is easy to follow for the inex- 
perienced user. The system includes a course on 
computer programming, a programming system 
for wolting, ‘editing, executing, and debugging 
programs interactively, and a filing system con- 
taining private and public libraries.

An increase in cooperative activity 
between the library and audiovisual fields is ap- 
parent. In this information rich world, contempo- 
rary media provide information for the masses, 
yet there is reluctance to accept these forms of 
communication in the school and library. We 
need to ask not what audiovisual media and 
technology can contribute to the library, but what 
types of le are seeking what types of infor- 
mation and how successful they are in fulfilling 
their needs. We must ask ourselves how well

The region studied is comprised of 29 towns in- 
cluding the state capital, Hartford. Public libra- 
ries that were members of the CRLC, a regional, 
cooperative, non-governmental organization, were 
offered the sae age to participate in the pro- 
gram. Through dissemination of public- 
oriented materials, a program attempted to im- 
prove the image of the library where it was nega- 
tive and create or strengthen a positive image. A 
GA/PR specialist was hired. Throughout the pro- 
gram, the specialist provided materials in multi- 
ple, prepared press releases, and distributed a 
newsletter to librarians. Thirteen of the twenty- 
two public library members became involved. 
Participation was based upon a contribution to 
the materials budget. Eleven of the libraries paid 
set fees, while the other two were allowed to par- 
ticipate because of their contributions to the 
Council. From the responses of the CRLC ned 
fies and from the evaluations prepared by the 
specialist, the program met its initial objectives. 
Librarians began to realize the importance of 
quality produced materials. The public received 
positive statements of the library’s worth and the 
ram continued in its efforts to show that the 
ibrary existed for the good of the public.

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The original problem of the Special Collections 
division of the Michigan State University Library 
(MSU) was to establish a direction for the comic 
book section of the popular culture collection, 
and to state the holdings in the chosen area. The 
comics chosen as the target collection were the 
superhero comics of the 1960's through 1975, as 
this was the most nearly complete collection. The 
author's definition of a superhero is included. 
Through the study of the comic collection, a 
system for cataloging and indexing comics was 
developed. Information provided by the catalog- 
ing system includes a cal oumbes, title, publisher, 
issues published, notes, MSU holdings, and addi- 
tional holdings as reprints. This information is 
tabulated for the superhero comics in the collec- 
tion and also for the western comics, war and 
military comics, romance comics, and others.

The paper describes the 
historical perspective, and defines and gives ex- 
amples of three major conceptualizations of 
anthropological film: (1) denunciation films; (2) 
cultural pride films; and (3) conscientization 
films to be shown back to the same people who 
appear in the films. Based on previous field 
research, conscientization films are designed to 
provide a cognitive stimulus for self-evaluation as 
a basis for locally-formulated social change solu- 
tions. The films of foreign anthropologists and the 
current state of anthropological film in Colombia 
are also considered.

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This report concerns the effects of prequestion 

and postquestion formats in prose learning in 

computer-assisted instruction. Five experimental 
groups studied a set of eight passages under dif- 
ferent prequestion-postquestion combinations. 

Twenty-five subjects, volunteers with high school 

degrees, were randomly assigned to each group. 

A final retention test had 32 items classified 

along two dimensions: one dependant on whether 

the inserted text questions prompted attention to 
the item, and the other dependant on whether the 
item required factual or inferential learning. The 

CAI format facilitated control over exposure to 

questions and passages, as well as data collection 

on performance measures like referral to 
passages, time spent on inserted questions, total 

study time, and scores on postquestion sets. A 

combination of prequestions and postquestions 

led to a 20% increase in student study time rela- 
tive to the use of either question format alone, 
but did not facilitate relevant retention beyond 
the facilitation found with just prequestions or 
just postquestions. The use of prequestions inter- 


fered with incidental learning. While equal to the 
prequestions format in study time and effect on 
relevant learning, the postquestions format 
seemed preferable since it was not accompanied 
by depressed incidental learning. (Author) 
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This paper reviews the state-of-the-art in 
generative computer-assisted instruction and ar- 
tificial intelligence. It divides relevant research 
into three areas of instructional modeling: models 
of the subject matter; models of the learner's 
state of knowledge; and models of teaching 
strategies. Within these areas, work sponsored by 
Advanced Research Projects Age’ (ARPA) 
plays a prominent role in quecsieal advances. 
ARPA sponsored research has concentrated both 
on the development of instructional systems 
teaching subjects like programming and problem 
solving, and on research basic to the improve- 
ment of adaptive instructional systems in general. 
The review concludes that as a CAI system 
becomes more responsive to natural language 
input, the number of extraneous skills a student 
must develop in order to interact with the pro- 
gram decreases. Also, providing an author with 
the opportunity to interact with the computer in 
natural language lessens the time required to 
create CAI materials, as well as the constraints 
imposed on those materials by working in a pro- 
gramming language. (Author) 
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This study was conducted to compare national 
self-sufficiency in two media--book and film--to 
determine to what extent books and films in 39 
countries are of domestic and foreign origin, and 
to find the direction of flow. Statistical findings 
are compared with findings from a 1973 study on 
the structure and origin of television programmes 
in 51 countries by Dr. Tapio Varis. Most statisti- 
cal data were taken from the 1970 UNESCO 
yearbooks.

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A total of 830 patrons of the adult section in 
Waverly Municipal Library in Sydney, Australia 
responded to a questionnaire to determine 
sociological characteristics and user behavior.

The Community Development Education 
Center (CDEC) at William Rainey Harper Col- 
lege serves the educational needs of local govern- 
ment officials by providing workshops and 
seminars pertaining to significant issues of local 
government. In order to evaluate past programs 
and plan for future programs, a survey instrument 
was sent to former participants and future poten- 
tial participants. All 422 participants from fall

During fall 1977 registration at William Rainey 

Harper College, a questionnaire was distributed 
to all registrants in an attempt to determine the 
extent of enrollment loss during registration 
periods due to scheduling problems and to identi- 
fy steps which might be taken to prevent such 
losses in the future. Questionnaires were returned 
by 1,240 (39%) of the 3,200 students who 
completed registration. It was found that 76% of 
the respondents were satisfied with their 
schedules, but that 12%, though satisfied, could 
not get all the courses they wanted or were tak- 
ing some courses at inconvenient times.

In order to assess the effectiveness of the facul- 
ty development program for full-time instructors 
and the orientation program for part-time instruc- 
tors at William Rainey Harper College, a 
questionnaire was mailed to all 67 lead teachers, 
coordinators, and academic administrators; 23 
(34%) responded. Half of the respondents in- 
dicated that the development program for full- 
time faculty was ineffective and should either be 
completely revised or eliminated.

This study was designed to examine complexity 
of maternal language to 4-, 6-, and 8-month-old 
male and female infants in a laboratory situation 
as measured by mean length of utternace (MLU), 
frequencies of certain sentence types, and other 
roe indices.

Results indicated inconsistent support 
for the hypotheses, but suggest complex relation- 
ships among dependency, empathy, and altruism.

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This paper describes seven interrelated studies 
concerned with children’s understanding of 
sequential actions and with the effects of observ- 
ing a model on this understanding.

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This study investigated, in a laboratory experi- 
mental fra , the relative influences of 
television commercials and parenial counter-com- 
mercial advocacy on children's consumption cho- 
ice behavior. Sixty-four 8- to 10-year-old boys 
were randomly assigned to one of three treatment 
groups: (1) no counter commercial advocacy 
(control group), (2) power-assertive type of 
parental counter-commercial advocacy, (3) 
feasoning type of parental counter-commercial 
advocacy. Subjects viewed a 20-minute children's 
television program that contained three repeti- 
tions of commercials for one of two toys. (The 
toys had been selected in a pilot study from a 
group of toys not yet introduced in the area 
which had had statistically equal appeal to boys 
of the subjects’ age.) After viewing the commer- 
cials, the subjects were placed in a room with 
their mothers who had been instructed to exhibit 
one of the three advocacy conditions. Children 
then played a game with the experimenter in 
which they were allowed to win tokens which 
they exchanged for one of the two toys. Product 
choice and decision time were the dependent 
variables. Results partially supported the hypothe- 
sis that a reasoning style rather than a power as- 
sertive style of parental counter-commercial ad- 
would be more effective in counteracti 
the influence of television commercials, but di 
so only in the situations in which the advertising 


induced temptation was not very high to begin 
with. (Author/SB) 
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This pilot study trained parents in behavior 
modification techniques and attempted to evalu- 
ate the impact of this training on the rate of cog- 
nitive, linguistic and social devel nt in in- 
fants. A second goal was to identify significant 
areas in infant development which might be in- 
fluenced by the teaching strategies used. Subjects 
were four first-born Caucasian infants whose 
parents were married at the time of involvement 
with the program. Parents participated in weekly 
parent-training sessions. The regular 3-hour 
schedule included a review of observed changes 
in motor, intellectual and linguistic behaviors, the 
modeling of behavioral procedures by the staff 
and lectures and discussions on aspects of infant 
development. Measures of intellectual, speech 
and social development were administered prior 
to discharge from the treatment program and one 
year later. Results indicated that infants’ intellec- 
tual and social growth were enhanced by the pro- 
gram. Developmental areas amenable to the 
parent teaching program were intellectual skills, 
motor skills, expressive and receptive speech, so- 
cial skills, and compliance with verbal commands.

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This paper reports on a long term follow up 
study of siblings of childhood cancer survivors. 
Seventy siblings of childhood cancer survivors in 
37 families were interviewed using a semi-struc- 
tured format which included both forced choice 
and open ended questions. The children discussed 
their memories of the sibling’s cancer diagnosis 
and treatment experience and its effect on them- 
selves and the family. Subjects ranged in age 
from 8 to 34, with a median age of 16. The 
average interval between initial diagnosis and the 
interview was 12 years. Intensified sibling rivalry 
and inappropriate guilt fantasies were identified 
in some siblings, and many stated that they felt 
excluded from important information about the 
patient's illness. The importance of open family 
communication during times of crisis is discussed.

It is suggested that an understanding 
of organizational theory and group dynamics can 
facilitate the functioning of the intern as a team 
member. The ability to communicate in a variety 
of ways with other team members is considered 
of primary importance for the psychology intern.

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This paper presents the purpose, format, topics 

of seminar sessions, and participant recommenda- 
tions of a conference on educational testing 
processes and their relation to blacks.

| approach to morality by 

Krutines and Greif is examined in detail. The 
critique is found to contribute some useful indica- 
tions of needed study. However, a careful analysis 
of the literature on moral development shows the 
criticisms to be largely unfounded, in several 
cases misrepresentative of research findings. As a 
result, the empirical support for both “stage” and 
“sequence” components of Kohiberg’s theory is 
somewhat underestimated. The misunderstandings 
reflect a common and mistaken attempt to 
reduce structural development in cognition to 
static psychometric traits, an attempt which con- 
fuses developmental ies with measurement 
instruments.

“shockingly” low. Most Chicanos do not have the 
training and background to obtain good paying 
jobs.

Social dis- 
crimination, stemming from an ethnocentric at- 
titude, prevails despite legal sanctions guarantee- 
ing equal opportunities. The Chicano movement 
is slowly changing this, but it is a slow process.

Developed from the prototype Berkeley 
(California) Health Education Project, the 
Wichita Model was designed to (1) improve 
teaching by introducing new methodology in 
health and other subject matter areas, (2) raise 
the knowledge levels of students with regard to 
body systems and functions, (3) improve class- 
room performance of students, and (4) increase 
community and parent involvement in education. 
Health units were taught an average of one hour 
per day for nine to twelve weeks, using printed 
materials rather than texts, and emphasizing 
visual aids and student participation. Attitude and 
knowledge surveys, scored separately for each of 
the three units, indicated that the project was 
both effective and well received. Significant gains 
in health knowledge were achieved by the stu- 
dents in all three health units. Although they 
were not universal, improved attitudes toward 
proper health practices were also evidenced for 
the students involved in the project. Nearly all of 
the students and parents polled indicated their 
satisfaction with the project and their desire to 
see it continued in the future. Statistical tables 
are interspersed throughout the report, and at- 
tached appendices present demographic question- 
naires and responses, knowledge and attitude 
questionnaires, and student and parent attitude 
questionnaires with respect to the health units.

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Identifiers— Appalachia, 
System 
This document evaluates the effectiveness of a 
project on health education conducted in Ap- 
palachian Maryland. The emphasis of the project 
was on teaching children in the fifth grade about 
lung and respiratory system problems and their 
connection with smoking. This health education 
course was incorporated into their regular cur- 
riculum. Prior to implementing the health pro- 
gram in the classroom, school personnel were in- 
volved in an intensive workshop that provided 
learning activities based on the philosophy that 
children could make positive and rational deci- 
sions regarding their health behavior. The respon- 
ses and reactions of the teachers to the workshop 
program are tabulated in the document. Follow- 
ing actual classroom application of instruction for 
a year, the children involved, as well as their 
parents, were asked to assess the project and to 
express their reactions to the subTect and the 
way in which it was taught. The results of their 
responses to questionnaires are tabulated. The as- 
sessments of the teachers involved are also 
recorded. (JD) 
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The effects of an administration of the School 
Health Curriculum Project Heart Unit to a group 
of one-hundred and forty-five sixth-grade students 
of lower socioeconomic status was examined. The 
Heart Unit was administered over a period of 
nine weeks, five times per week, one hour per 
day. Participants were divided into separate treat- 
ment and control groups and the scores achieved 
by each on pre- and post-test administrations of 
the Teenage Self-Test on Smoking were analyzed. 


Maryland, Respiratory 


These analyses indicated that the only variables 
affecting performance on the cigarette smoking 
attitude inventory after exposure to the experi- 
mental curriculum were sex, residency status, 
best friend’s smoking status, and older siblings’ 
smoking status. Welfare status and parental 
smoking behavior did not appear to influence 
achievement on post-test mean scores. A signifi- 
cant difference was noted at the .05 level 
between pre- and post-tests of the students par- 
ticipating in the Heart Unit. Therefore, the cur- 
riculum appeared to have an effect on the experi- 
mental groups reflected in the significant dif- 
ference between pre- and post-test mean scores. 
Based on these findings, it was concluded that: 
(1) the School Health Curriculum Project Heart 
Unit can be effectively implemented in lower 
socioeconomic schools; (2) females achieved sig- 
nificantly higher post-test mean scores than 
males; (3) welfare status does not influence post- 
test mean scores of those students exposed to the 
curriculum unit; (4) best friend’s smoking 
behavior can influence a student’s performance 
on the self-test on smoking; (5) older siblings at 
home who smoke can exert a negative influence 
on a student’s performance on the self-test; and 
(6) parental smoking behavior does not exert an 
influence on student’s performance with respect 
to the self-test. (MJB) 
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This study describes research on the impact of 
three intensive health curriculum models 
(respiratory, circulatory, and nervous systems) 
administered at the fifth-, sixth-, and seventh- 
grades on the knowledge levels, attitudes, and 
health behaviors of teenage students. The 
hypotheses of the study were that students en- 
tolled in one or more units of the model would 
be statistically different after a time lapse of two 
to four years from students who were not en- 
rolled. Primary expectations were that they would 
(1) possess more knowledge about the resoirato- 
ry, circulatory, and nervous systems, and (2) en- 
gage in more acceptable health practices 
designed to protect their bodies against disease. 
Secondary impact expectations related to smok- 
ing attitudes and behavior and to positive school- 
related behaviors. Problems arising in the process 
of conducting the study (attrition in the number 
of school districts and students participating, 
delay in gaining approval of measurement instru- 
ments, and the impossibility of conducting a true 
longitudinal study) imposed severe restrictions on 
applying the research results. However, analyses 
of these results supported hypothesis one, in that 
the greater the curriculum exposure, the higher 
the level of health knowledge. A significant rela- 
tionship was found between curriculum exposure 
and health behavior scores for ninth- (but not for 
tenth-) grade followup study participants. No dif- 
ference was found for the third hypothesis, re- 
lated to smoking attitudes, though smoking 
behavior was found to be significantly related to 
curriculum exposure for ninth- (but not tenth-) 
graders. School-related behavior failed to vary on 
the basis of whether a student had or had not 
been enrolled earlier in the curriculum model. 
Tables and test instruments are presented in ap- 
pendices. (MJB) 
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Identifiers—* Planning Models 
The authors propose a format for conducting 

workshops whose goals are the development of 
programs of continuing education for teachers. 
The rationale for such inservice teacher improve- 
ment is based upon (1) the need to more capably 
deal with the individual differences among chil- 
dren; (2) the changing nature of the inservice 
education enterprise; and (3) the interrelation- 
ship of the dimensions of governance, mode, 
delivery, and substance in inservice education 
programs. The workshop format aims at improv- 
ing the effectiveness of the continuing (inservice) 
education process by attending to the improve- 
ment of all four dimensions at the same time, 
since improvement to only one or two of the 
dimensions has little effect on the value of the 
entire process. Conduct of workshops is 
predicated on the interaction of individuals 
gathered first into role groups (e.g., teachers, ad- 
ministrators, school board members) which, in 
three meetings, examine existing inservice pro- 
grams, develop a rationale of needs for training, 
and revise these needs into a new inservice pro- 
gram. Participants then meet in team groups 
(e.g., project, university, school district) to ex- 
amine inservice proposals, develop general goals 
and activities for realizing them, and construct a 
plan for continued team functioning. At the con- 
clusion of this procedure, a collaborative relation- 
ship should exist among the concerned partici- 
pants of the continuing education program, and 
three products should have been created: a model 
of continuing education, a rationale, and follow- 
up action plans. (MJB) 
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This is the final report on a three year project 
designed to investigate the development of 
problem-solving strategies in elementary school 
children. In this project the personality of the 
child as it is reflected in problem solving style is 
examined. The hybothesis that reflective children 
are more competent problem solvers than impul- 
sive children was tested. Some evidence suggests 
that reflection/impulsivity is related to task- 
oriented and social behavior in the classroom as 
well as to individual differences in academic 
achievement. Four separate tasks were selected 
which permitted a detailed analysis of hypothesis- 
testing strategies in sequential problem solving. 
Each task was administered to a sample of reflec- 
tive and impulsive 7, 9, and 11 year olds in 1974, 
and available subjects were retested in 1975 and 
1976. The primary objective of this research was 
to describe the development of problem solving 
strategies in reflective and impulsive children dur- 
ing the elementary school period. A second major 
ae for this research was to determine the 
ects of training impulsive children to use more 
efficient problem-solving strategies. The final ob- 
jective for these studies was to assess the con- 
struct validity of the reflection/impulsivity dimen- 
sion by determining whether reflective and impul- 
sive children differ in observed classroom 
behavior. Collectively, these studies provide 
rather strong support for the notion that cognitive 
style, as indicated by response tempo in situations 
of response uncertainty, reflects individual dif- 
ferences in the development of essential problem- 
solving skills. (JD)

bed mca sem of this study was to assess the ef- 
fects of a prototype health education curriculum 
as implemented by a specially trained health edu- 
cation specialist versus the effects of the same 
program as implemented by specially trained ele- 
mentary teachers. The subjects for this study 
were black sixth-grade students in the lower 
socioeconomic level of society. Two groups of 
students were taught the prototype health educa- 
tion program by specially trained teachers using 
multi-media materials and a definitive teacher’s 
manual. One group was taught by a health educa- 
tion specialist. A control group received regular 
health instruction by their teacher, who had not 
been exposed to the prototype health curriculum 
training. Students exposed to the prototype 
health education curriculum achieved signifi- 
cantly higher posttest mean scores than those 
receiving the regular health instruction. No sig- 
nificant difference was noted between those 
receiving the prototype curriculum from the spe- 
cially trained classroom teacher and health edu- 
cation specialist. It appeared that through com- 
prehensive inservice training, those elementary 
school teachers without a comprehensive health 
background can successfully implement a well- 
planned, comprehensive health education pro- 
gram. (JD) 
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The effect of a health unit studying the heart 
on the reading comprehension and vocabulary 
skills of lower socioeconomic, sixth-grade ele- 
mentary school pupils was examined in this study. 
Sixty-four pupils in a midwest elementary school 
were divided into two heterogeneous classes. One 
class received instruction on the heart in a pro- 
gram involving multi-media instruction, learning 
stations, and varied task assignmerts. Instruc- 
tional materials included voluntary and official 
health agency multi-media materials and a 
complete library of health texts. Students divided 
into small heterogeneous groups for study, and 
each kept vocabulary lists of new words. The 
health education program lasted a total of nine 
weeks, five days per week, one hour per day. A 
pretest of reading skills (the lowa Test of Basic 
Skills) was administered which showed no signifi- 
cant differences between experimental and con- 
trol groups’ mean reading comprehension scores. 
The day after the program ended, the lowa test 
was again administered. No significant difference 
at the .01 level was noted, but the experimental 
group gained an average of .03 months per week 
during the nine-week program, while the control 
group gained an average of .02 months per week. 
Projecting the mean score over the total 
academic year (and assuming this 3:2 ratio as 
representative) would result in a statistically sig- 
nificant score of 5.75 (experimental) and 5.39 
(control). Mean vocabulary scores on the posttest 
did show a significant difference beyond the .01 
level, favoring the experimental group. Since 
development of reading and vocabulary skills in- 
volved nearly two hours per day in both groups, 
with the health education curriculum being the 
only major difference in curricular experience, 
the prototype program appeared to have an im- 
pact on the experimental students’ skill develop- 
ment. (MJB) 
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The general purpose of this study was to deter- 
mine whether the traditional native American ball 
games continued to be positive culture traits of 
the American Indian in the early twentieth centu- 
ty. The investigation was centered about (1) 
determining the current arrow, javelin, and dar? 
games of western native Americans, (2) deter- 
mining the geographical spread of the games 
among the culture areas and tribes, (3) determin- 
ing characteristics of the various games, and (4) 
determining the presence of missile games in the 
current mythology of tribes. The field research of 
the photo-artist, Edward S. Curtis, revealed that 
early in the twentieth century traditional native 
American games utilizing arrows, javelins, and 
darts continued to be positive culture traits of a 
number of native North Americans living west of 
the Missouri River. At the same time, few 
references to these games were present in the 
oral tradition of the twentieth-century native 
American, but it would appear that the wheel 
game had been a positive culture trait of the 
Plains Indian from early times. (Author/JD) 
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Teaching Techniques 
This study was undertaken to examine the re- 
liability and validity of a student-designed instru- 
ment developed to provide feedback to high 
school teachers on student perception of teacher 
performance. The Student Observation of 
Teachers and Teaching Techniques (StOTT) 
questionnaire was developed by a board of 
eleventh- and twelfth-grade Pennsylvania stu- 
dents. The questionnaire contains twenty-nine 
positive statements concerning a teacher's class- 
room behavior, with a five-point scale provided 
for student responses. The statements are ar- 
ranged in five subsets: Student-Teacher Relations, 
Grades and Testing, Materials, Teacher Personali- 
ty, and Teaching Methods and Techniques. Three 
final questions investigate: (1) distracting per- 
sonal mannerisms; (2) reasons for taking the 
course; and (3) feelings about recommending the 
course to others. Testing of the instrument was 
performed with a group of thirty-six teachers and 
925 students divided into three treatment groups. 
Analyses of student responses and comparison of 
these analyses with previous research on teacher 
rating by students suggests that the StOTT is 
highly useful. Students seemed capable of making 
and repeating stable ratings over a period of time 
among the items. The subscales of the instrument 
make sense conceptually and in general are inter- 
nally consistent. The major problem uncovered is 
that students of differing achievement levels will 
tend to rate teachers differently, with the more 
successful students giving higher StOTT ratings, 
and those who are “turned off” to school giving 
lower ratings. The major conclusion of the study 
is that, while the StOTT should not be used to 
evaluate or compare high school teachers, it is a 
valuable instrument for teachers to use in their 
own classrooms. (MJB) 
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This study was an initial step to determine the 
feasibility of matching student teachers (ST’s) 
with cooperating teachers (CT’s) on the basis of 
similar educational beliefs. This project grew out 
of the concern of Oklahoma State University stu- 
dent teaching supervisors that the mismatching of 
ST's with CT's on the basis of dissimilar percep- 
tions regarding educational beliefs and practices 
often leads to a nonproductive relationship 
between the ST and CT. <x, 1976 fall 
semester, all OSU ST’s enrolled for 
student teaching and their CT’s (N=132) were 
asked to participate. Prior to the commencement 
of student teaching, 31 CT’s and 50 ST's 
completed and returned inventories assessing 
educational beliefs. Inventories were: The 
of Beliefs Inventory (PBI and TPI), Beliefs about 
Teaching and Learning Inventory (BTLI), and 
the Behavioral Problems Inventory (BPI). At the 
termination of the student teaching semester, 
eight university supervisors of the ST’s assessed 
the quantity, severity, and nature of conflicts per- 
ceived to have occurred during the ST-CT rela- 
tionship. It was predicted that ST-CT pairs who 
experienced conflict, as perceived by the univer- 


Analysis of comparisons between ST’s and CT's 
in the ten conflict pairs indicated no significant 
differences on to the inventories. 
Results indicate that the inventories do not dis- 
criminate between ST’s and CT's in terms of edu- 
cational beliefs, and the CT’s and ST’s may be 
more alike than different in their beliefs about 
education. Interpretation of the conflict data in- 
dicated that personality may play a greater role in 
producing severe conflict than differences related 
to educational beliefs. It may be that differences 
related to educational beliefs are more easily 
resolved by ST’s and CT's while personality con- 
flicts are more difficult to resolve and often 
require outside intervention.

The issue of problem awareness and problem 
definition is discussed in this occasional paper. It 
is proposed that a problem can be defined as one 
of four instances of indeterminancy: anomaly, un- 
verified fact, uncharted area, or conflicting 
evidence; further, for each of these categories, 
three levels of problems are seen to exist: (1) 
what variables are involved; (2) what is their na- 
ture; and (3) what are their cause/effect relation- 
ships. Three techniques are explained for 
delineating problems: the integrative theonomy, 
facet analysis and design, and componential anal- 
ysis. It is suggested that these delineation 
techniques have two applications in the training 
of researchers: (1) as content, which might be 
taught to the researcher-to-be, and (2) as tools to 
examine the area of research instruction. (MJB) 
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The concept of development in education is ex- 
amined, being defined as “the systematic use of 
scientific knowledge directed toward the produc- 
tion of useful materials, devices, systems, or 
methods, including design and development of 
prototypes and processes.” Historical antecedents 
of present development are briefly discussed. 
Contrast is made between the manner in which 
development is conducted when regarded as 
operating within the boundaries of educational 
research and practice and when it is regarded as 
operating within the wider area of scientific 
knowledge and technological capacity in general. 
The contrasts are made in terms of dominating 
paradigms, disciplines, institutions, and time 
frames. It is argued that the current state-of-the- 
art of development in education justifies a radical 
restructuring of the conduct of development, 
based upon the efforts of other developmental 
enterprises (defense, space, and industry). Eleven 
alternate routes for modifying an educational 
system are described, among them administrative 
organization, authoritative analysis, legislation, 
training, and trends. A number of dilemmas (e.g., 
independence/dependence, competition/ coopera- 
tion) are examined, which must be accom- 
modated in order for effective development to 
take place. Finally, several manpower predisposi- 
tions favorable to development processes are 
presented and discussed. (MJB) 
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This document reports on a “‘mini-conference” 
on the contributions of educational research in 
the past ten years. Significant research projects in 
the following eight major areas are identified: (1) 
human development and learning; (2) teaching;

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Data is reported on observations made in high 
and low socioeconomic status (SES) classrooms 
of second- and third-grade teachers’ feedback to 
students on their replies to questions posed by 
the teacher. Teachers in the study were chosen 
due to consistent effectiveness in producing stu- 


dent achievement gains. Interactions (teacher’s 
questio., pupil’s response, teacher feedback) are 
coded for type of question, quality of child’s 
answer, and type of feedback. Analysis of teacher 
feedback is presented for (1) correct answers, 
(2) partially correct answers, (3) incorrect an- 
swers, (4) “I don’t know” answers, and (5) no 
response from the pupil. Results of linear 
analyses indicated that effective teacher 
behaviors are different for high and low SES 
classrooms, with the successful low SES teachers 
concentrating on getting good responses from 
each child (by giving sustaining feedback and not 
calling on her pupils) and the successful high 
SES teachers concentrating on getting the right 
answer from any child. (MJB) 
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Characterizations, given in the form of descrip- 
tive adjectives, of second- through fifth-grade ele- 
mentary school children by their classroom 
teachers and by classroom observers were 
analyzed in this report and compared with each 
other. Females consistently received more favora- 
ble characterizations than males, especially as 
reflected in teacher data. However, these dif- 
ferences in perception were based upon dif- 
ferences in child behavior, with girls showing 
higher academic achievement and better work 
habits, as well as presenting fewer control and 
behavior problems; thus they do not constitute 
unjustified teacher bias in favor of girls. Charac- 
terizations differed minimally across grade levels 
and showed a consistent decrease in activity level 
adjectives and increasing responsibility and matu- 
tity adjectives with age. Comparison of teacher 
and observer perceptions revealed statistically sig- 
nificant, but oniy moderate, agreement. This may 
have been due to role differences between the 
two groups. Teachers were influenced heavily by 
factors related to the teacher and student roles, 
whereas observers paid relatively less attention to 
these factors and relatively more to the students’ 
personal and social characteristics and their 
behavioral interactions. (MJB) 
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Praise and criticism data were collected during 
a two-year correlational study of a selected sam- 
ple of second- and third-grade teachers chosen 
for their consistency in producing student learn- 
ing gains averaged over four years, and these data 
were analyzed to determine the effect that praise, 
criticism, rewards, and punishment had on learn- 
ing gains. Data on motivations, incentive, and 
punishment differed considerably by 
socioeconomic status (SES). In low SES schools, 
praise was regularly but weakly associated with 
learning gains on several measures, but it was

relatively unimportant in high SES classes. Criti- 
cism was negatively related in low SES classes, 
but positively related in high SES classes 
(although absolute incidence of both types of 
evaluative comments were low). Symbolic re- 
wards (stars, smiling faces) were moderately ef- 
fective motivators in both high and low SES 
classes, but verbal praise and the “reward” of 
monitoring duties were not. In low SES classes, 
neither these symbolic rewards nor punishment of 
any sort were strongly related to student gains. 
The most effective way of dealing with 
misbehavior in these classes was through an in- 
dividual conference with the student. main 
factor in the low SES classes was the teacher’s 
ability to motivate the student to become actively 
engaged in the learning process to the point that 
he or she would answer questions in public 
response situations and work persistently on seat- 
work. Successful teachers in both kinds of 
schools communicated high expectations, but the 
successful teachers in high SES schools did so 
through a critical demandingness, while the suc- 
cessful teachers in low SES schools did so 
through patience and encouragement. (MJB) 
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This paper follows up on an earlier report that 
presented a theory on instructional processes that 
relied on a time metric. In this paper a design for 
field studies within this theoretical orientation is 
presented. Methods to obtain information on how 
teachers allocate time so that grouping and in- 
dividualization strategies can be studied are 
discussed. Sampling procedures for observations 
are recommended, and a data file structure for

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Teachers were designated as more and less ef- 
fective according to their ability to teach spe- 
cially constructed reading and mathematics cur- 
riculum units over two weeks.

These were the teachers’ (a) logi- 
cal/critical thinking; (b) comparative thinking; 
(Cc) negative thinking, and (d) amount of input 
accepted or sought during interactive decision 
making. In particular, teachers with high pupil 





gain scores tended to emphasize cognitive aspects 
of the lesson more, while teachers with low pupil 
gain scores gave slightly more attention to affec- 
tive aspects of the lesson. The most salient in- 
structional characteristics for students were cog- 
nitive events, not affective events. ( Author/JD) 
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This paper addresses the issue of how learning 
in classrooms takes place. The effects of different 
curriculum and different teaching methods in 
knowledge acquisition is examined, both as main 
effects and in interaction with student attitudes.

Four variables 
were noted as distinguishing between the 
planning of the more oan less effective teachers.

Data 
supplied by the Board of Education and data 
taken from previous state Human Rights Commis- 
sion reports demonstrate that Jefferson County 
schools continue to manifest racial imbalance 
among students, faculty and staff. In the 1976-77 
academic year, 16 schools within the system had 
black student enrollments outside the 12 to 40 
percent limits established in the county’s 
desegregation plan. With regard to faculty, there 
was a concentration of black teachers in two dis- 
tricts in the predominantly black west end of 
Louisville. The percentage in these districts ex- 
ceeded the system-wide percentage for all school 
levels. Other districts had percentages equal to or 
below the average at the middle and secondary 
levels. The elementary schools were found to be 
least out of balance in teacher-student ratio. Only 
29 of the system's 101 elementary schools, how- 
ever, were in full compliance. Disproportionate 
concentrations of blacks and whites on the 
paraprofessional and clerical levels also were 
present. This report states that lax administration, 
rather than any inadequacy of the court 
guidelines, continues to perpetuate racial segrega- 
tion in Jefferson County Schools. ( Author/GC) 
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[his report attempts to show that the role of 
administering and interpreting psycho-educational 
instruments should not be the major function of 
the modern school psychologist.

The comparability regula- 
tion of the provision requires that a district pro- 
vide a level of state and local resources to Title | 
schools comparable to the resource level made 
available to other schools. Aspects of the regula- 
tion discussed in this report include: the calcula- 
tion of salary compatibility between schools; the 
problem of analysis when dealing with widely 
varying school sizes; the reporting of instructional 
costs other than regular staff salaries; means of 
strengthening compliance with ility 
standards; and discrepancies and liberate 
misreporting of data.

Although the data do not 
support a conclusion that cognitive style mapping 
was a principle aid to teaching disadvantaged col- 
lege students, they do suggest that educational 
cognitive style was a factor in the success of the 
mathematics program and was observed to have 
an effect on the course completion rate of the 
treatment group.

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The purpose of this dissertation was to deter- 

mine the need for alternative administrative pat- 
terns in elementary schools which receive State 
and Federal compensatory education funds. 
Findings show that: (1) compensatory education 
principals indicated that they spent a significantly 
greater amount of time than did noncompensato- 
ry education principals in matters relating to in- 
structional aides, parent advisory committees, and 
resource teachers, (2) there were no identifiable 
general job areas which were more directly re- 
lated in terms of individuals and/or groups with 
whom the principal works to the work of the 
principal in a noncompensatory education school, 
(3) both groups studied spent similar amounts of 
time per week on school related business, (4) 
noncompensatory education principals indicated 
that professional activities related to working with 
students, teachers, and curriculum development, 
make the greatest demands on their time whereas 
compensatory education principals indicated that 
matters related to plant management, State and 
Federal program operation, and student discipline 
make the greatest time demands, and (5) non- 
compensatory education principals indicated that, 
if more time were available, they would do a 
better job of working with students and staff in 
counseling and curriculum, and would generate 
closer relationships within the community, 
whereas compensatory education principals in- 
dicated that they would spend more time in the 
area of curriculum development.

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The objective of this dissertation was to deter- 
mine whether there were significant differences in 
the mean scores in vocational maturity between 
male and female students, between students who 
believe their career development is controlled 
mostly by external factors and those who believe 
that they control their own career development, 
and between disadvantaged blacks and Puerto 
Ricans.

It could not be shown 
that sex, locus of control, and the interaction of 
sex and ethnicity, locus of control and ethnicity, 
and sex, ethnicity, and locus of conirol per se ac- 
counted for differences in vocational maturity.

The purpose of this study is to describe and in- 

vestigate how 50 black special admission students 

in Wayne State University feel about 20 influence 
sources and the extent to which these influence 
sources determine the students’ attendance and 

retention in college. Students responded to a 

questionnaire at the end of both freshman and 

sophomore years. The study revealed the follow- 
ing: (1) the students’ own career plans, the 

mother, the academic advisor, the Project 50 

counselor, and the Higher Educational Opportu- 

nities Committee (H.E.O.C.) in that order, 
seemed to have the strongest influence on Project 

50 students to continue their education, (2) the 

Supportive Services Constellation of Sources of 

Influence (college instructor, academic advisor, 

financial aid counselor, Project 50 social science 

tutor, Project 50 mathematics and physical 
science tutors, and H.E.O.C.) was acknowledged 
by Project 50 students as having a significant in- 
fluence in their remaining in college and (3) the 
direct financial assistance to students in the pro- 
gram depended on the financial aids package 
they received after a needs analysis was taken. 
(Author/AM) 
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This study investigates the effects of the lan- 

guage factor and the cultural content factor of 

mathematical testing on two different non Anglo 
ethnic groups: the Chinese and the Chicano. 

Twenty five word problems, judged to be biased 

against the Chinese or the Chicano students, were 

selected from several seventh and eighth grade 
mathematics achievement tests. Two tests were 
constructed: one for the Chinese students and 
one for the Chicano students. Each test consisted 
of two scales. Scale one was called the Computa- 
tional Scale and scale two was called the Word- 

Problems scale. Four forms of each test were 

prepared by modifying only the Word-Problems 

Scales. The analyses showed the following results: 

the Chinese students who lived in the United 

States less than six years performed better on the 

bilingual forms of the test than on the forms that 

were written entirely in English. The Chinese low 
achievers did better on the modified items than 
on the original items. Three of the four forms of 
the Word-Problems Scale were unreliable for the 

Chicano students. The Chicano students scored 

higher on the English forms of the test than on 

the bilingual forms. (Author/AM) 
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The problem of this study was whether there 
was greater improvement in cognitive abilities 
and affective behaviors of disadvantaged black 
students in an open education program as com- 
pared with a traditional education program. Two 
random samples were drawn from the sixth grade 
population of a middle school. Ninety students 
were selected from the traditional education 
classes from a total population of 282. An addi- 
tional ninety students were selected from the 
open education classroom which housed a total 
of 135 students. The major findings of this study 
are: (1) the subjects were randomly assigned to 
the traditional and open education classes as the 
school administration had claimed, (2) there 
were no significant differences between educa- 
tional programs, between sexes, and between ages 
11 and 12 in terms of the cognitive and affective 
variables, and (3) there were no significant dif- 
ferences between the teaching practices of the 
traditional and open education teachers. These 
findings did not substantiate the hypotheses and 
so all four were rejected. The supplementary 
findings of this study were that the mean scores 
on the achievement variables were below grade 
level at the beginning of the school year and the 
gains on these variables were so slight that by the 
end of the school year, a net loss in achievement 
was actually incurred. (Author/AM) 
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This dissertation examined the acquisition and 

development of children’s social/symbolic and 

strategic communication abilities within a 

sociolinguistic model of communication com- 

petence. The major theoretical perspective was 
derived from the symbolic interactionism of 

Mead and the cognitive developmental theories 

of Piaget and Werner. The sample consisted of 

61 grade school children from three ethnic 

groups: Caucasian, black, and Spanish American. 

The major results of the study are as follows: (1) 

older children demonstrated significantly greater 

role taking ability in two of the three major com- 
munication task domains, (2) there were very few 
significant differences on communication con- 
struct usage across grades, (3) the ability to 
manage the on going task situation across tasks 

showed a significant developmental increase, (4) 

highly significant intercorrelations were found 

among tasks calling for role taking behavior, in- 
dicating that a general role taking ability operates 
across task situations and conceptual domains, 

(5) significant intercorrelations were also found 

between communication construct and role tak- 

ing scores, indicating that a subject's role taking 
ability can be inferred from and is in part related 
to his communicative performance on tasks that 
require conceptual role taking ability, and (6) for 
all major role taking communication task 
domains, as well as two role taking related sub 
skill measures, a significantly higher level of per- 
formance was achieved by Caucasian children. 
(Author/AM) 
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The experiment reported in this dissertation in- 

vestigated the effect of papiga’ ssnornayts of 

race and personal interests on empathy and altru- 
ism in second graders. It was hypothesized that 
white children would empathize more with other 
white children than with black children. It was 
also hypothesized that white children would em- 
pathize more with other children having the same 
interests than with those having different in- 
terests. Another hypothesis was that empathy 
would be positively related to helping and shar- 
ing. Because of this expected relationship 
between empathy and altruism, it was hypothes- 
ized that children would also help and share more 
with those children similar in race or interests 
than with those dissimilar. Subjects were 48 male 
and 48 female white middle and upper middle 
class second graders from religious schools. It was 
found that similarity/dissimilarity of race did not 
significantly affect subjects’ empathic, sharing, or 
helping behavior. Several reasons were given to 
explain this finding, including: decreasing racism 
in American children, the experimenters’ focusing 
on interests rather than race, and uniqueness of 
the subject population. On the other hand, 
similarity of interests did affect subjects’ em- 
pathic and sharing behavior. The effect of reli- 
gious affiliation and birth order on empathy, shar- 
ing, and helping was also explored. Jews, but not 

Catholics, shared significantly more with those 

similar in interests than with those dissimilar. 

There was a sex/birth order interaction for em- 

pathy, sharing, and helping but none of the in- 

dividual comparisons among means were signifi- 
cant. (Author/AM) 
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The problem this dissertation addresses is: Are 

the black private colleges initiating development 
of new career thrusts as a means of academic 
regeneration? The review is limited to new cour- 
ses planned for or initiated during school years 
1973-74 and 1974-75 or planned for or 
developed in the summer of 1975. Other 
questions addressed include: (1) Are the histori- 
cally black, private colleges studied introducing 
courses and majors for emerging career opportu- 
nities? (2) Are manpower trends the basis for 
decisions to offer new courses? (3) What signifi- 
cant social and economic needs of the black 
population served by the colleges are referenced 
in introducing new career thrusts? Examination of 
the planned modifications of and additions to the 
curricula at the black colleges shows a decided 
effort to improve the standard liberal arts cur- 
ricula generally offered, but, more importantly, to 
anticipate and meet the manpower needs of the 
1980's and beyond by introduction of new career 
oriented courses and majors. Strong trends in ad- 
dition of new courses and majors show up in the 
fields of allied health professions, business and 
management, public affairs, social sciences, scien- 
tific and technical careers, and mass communica- 
tion. New thrusts in teacher education in areas of 
foreseeable need are being introduced, e.g., early 
childhood education, special education, and com- 
petency based education. (Author/AM) 
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Identifiers—Purdue University IN 
The purpose of this study was to investigate 

various demographic and attitudinal factors in- 
fluencing occupational choice among black col- 
lege freshmen attending Purdue University, in 
West oo Indiana. The goal was to deter- 
mine if differences in background or attitudes ex- 
isted which might have predisposed certain blacks 
to choose technically oriented careers and others 
to choose non-technical careers. A questionnaire 
was administered to the entire population of 
black freshmen attending this university during 
the fall semester of 1975. The population was di- 
vided into two groups. One group consisted of 
those pursuing a degree in a scientific or techni- 
cal field, while the other group was composed of 
those majoring in a non-scientific, non-technical 
area. Findings indicated that the two groups 
made their career decisions at about the same 
time and had their first interests at similar times. 
The non-technical group was much less firmly en- 
trenched in their chosen career and indicated 
that it would be more likely that they would 
change careers than the technical students. The 
technical group had the more positive self image 
and both groups felt that their race would be an 
asset in their career opportunities. Finally, both 
groups expressed very positive feelings about the 
value of science. (Author/AM) 
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This longitudinal study investigated the facilita- 

tive effects of four different program models on 

both acquisition of English and maintenance of 

Spanish by native Spanish-speaking kindergarten 

children. The four program models or treatments 

were: (1) traditional or regular kindergarten, 
taught in English with no formal English as 

Second Language (ESL) training, (2) traditional, 

with ESL daily, (3) bilingual er. taught 

in English and Spanish with no ESL, and (4) 

bilingual kindergarten with ESL daily. Criterion 

language measures were administered on a pre 
and post basis, in both Spanish and English by 
peer testers. These measures included oral com- 
prehension, vocabulary for home, school, and 
street, and oral production. An instrument to 
measure communicative competence, designed by 
the investigator, was also given. The two groups 

(3 and 4) taught bilingually were further divided 

on the basis of balanced or unbalanced input of 

Spanish and English by the teaching staff. Using 

multivariate analysis of variance on gain scores, it 

appears that treatment 3B, bilingual with 
balanced language, and no ESL produced signifi- 
cantly greater gains in communicative com- 

petence in Spanish as well as English, though to a 

lesser extent, than did the other treatments. This 

study indicated that the balanced bilingual treat- 
ment with no formal ESL training enhanced com- 
municative competence in Spanish and English 
while facilitating comprehension of English, as 
well as vocabulary in both Spanish and English. 
(Author/AM) 
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Two questions were investigated in this disser- 
tation: (1) Is the locus of control for the 
academic achie environment of a child re- 
lated to home environment characteristics which 
are different from the home environment charac- 
teristics related to the child’s locus of control for 
his environment in general? and (2) Does locus 
of control act as a mediating variable between 
the influences of the home environment and 
academic achievement or does it — in wert 
ndent nt u the quality ic 
Shioveunat? Sublects wore 99 lower middle and 
lower class children who were participating in a 
longitudinal observation study of the Center for 
Early Development and Education, Little Rock, 
Arkansas. Locus of control for the academic 
achievement setting was found to be related to 
home environment characteristics which were not 
related to locus of control for the environment in 
general. Locus of control for negative achieve- 
ment events in the academic setting was related 
to characteristics of parental warmth while locus 
of control for positive achievement events in the 
academic setting was related to home environ- 
ment characteristics indicative of consistent 
guidelines for behavior. No relationship was 
found between the home environment variables 
studied and locus of control for the environment 
in general. The results indicate that locus of con- 
trol may act as an independent agent in affecting 
the quality of academic performance as the rela- 
tionship between locus of control and academic 
achievement was found to increase when the ef- 
fects of the home were removed. (Author/AM) 
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The purpose of this dissertation was to evaluate 

a bilingual program using a method of longitu- 

dinal evaluation. A class of students who received 

instruction in grades K-2 in the Region I Bilingual 

Reading Project in Texas comprised the experi- 

mental group. The control group was composed 

of 27 older siblings of the experimental group. 

The control group received instruction in the 

traditional school curriculum. Subjects in both 

groups earned higher achievement scores on the 
posttest than on the pretest; but the experimental 
subjects made consistently higher scores on the 
five subject areas covered in the posttest. The 
achievement level was not significantly higher for 
the experimental group. The educational gain on 
the five subject areas was statistically higher for 
the experimental group with the exception of 
vocabulary gain. These are some of the conclu- 
sions reached: (1) subjects who received instruc- 
tion in the bilingual curriculum reached achieve- 
ment levels in vocabulary, comprehension, total 
reading, language usage and structure, and 
spelling that were equal to or better than the 
achievement levels reached by their older siblings 
who received instruction in the traditional school 
curriculum, and (2) bilingual instruction was sig- 
nificantly better in producing educational gain in 
the subject areas of comprehension, total reading, 
language usage and structure, and spelling. 
(Author/AM) 
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The major research question addressed in this 

dissertation is: To what extent do past attainment 

models which have been primarily applied to 
white male samples predict the educational 
achievement of blacks and women? Data for this 
inquiry are based on a subsample of black and 

white males and females who participated in a 

National Longitudinal Survey of ti he high school 

senior class of 1972 conducted by the Educa- 

tional Testing Service and the Research Triangle 

Institute. The analytical model used in this study 

is a four variable model consisting of two tradi- 

tional predictors of educational attainment; fami- 
ly socioeconomic status and mental ability; an in- 
tervening variable (high school senior class rank); 
and the major outcome variable, educational 
achievement as measured by college attendance. 
Findings from the separate parallel path analyses 
performed on each race by sex subgroup sup- 
ported the proposition that the educational 
achievement process itself varied more by race 
than by sex. As for the direct effects of race and 
sex on educational achievement when entered ex- 
plicitly into the basic model, the results from path 
analysis were contrary to the effects of race 
hypothesized in that being white produced a sig- 
nificant direct depressant effect on educational 
achievement rather than being black. However, 
as was hypothesized, being female did produce a 
modest direct depressant effect on the major out- 
come variable. Thus a major conclusion drawn 
from this study is that the presence or absence of 
race and sex differences in the educational 
achievement process is primarily contingent upon 
the influence of socioeconomic status and ability. 
(Author/AM) 
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The problem presented in this dissertation was 
to describe and investigate open and traditional 
classrooms and their effect on black, urban, mid- 
dle school students’ attitudes, creativity, and 
achievement. Research suggested that specific 
areas that needed examination were students’ at- 
titudes toward school, basic skills, creativity, and 
self-concept. The importance of this study lies in 
the descriptive data, derived from the Classroom 
Descriptor, a locally constructed instrument, 
which indicated that within one year distinct dif- 
ferences between open and traditional classrooms 
can be discerned. The null hypothesis was that 
there would be no significant differences between 
open and traditional classrooms on basic skills 
achievement. This hypothesis was accepted. How- 
ever, an examination of the mean scores of the 
basic skills sub-tests revealed that open classroom 
means were slightly higher than the traditional 
classrooms with one exception, arithmetic. Mul- 
tivariate analysis of variance was computed com- 
paring the open and traditional groups on the 
creativity and attitude measures as a set. Results 
indicated that open and traditional classrooms did 
not differ significantly in these areas, and the null 
hypothesis that there would be no significant dif- 
ference between students in open classrooms and 
students in traditional classrooms on the attitude 
and creativity measures was accepted.

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The purpose of this dissertation is to describe

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Case studies of eight hearing impaired 

preschool children from Spanish speaking homes 

were presented in this dissertation. The children 
and heir parents were enrolled in the Trinity 

University Parent/Infant Program for hearing im- 

paired infants from Spanish speaking homes. The 

case studies consisted of family and medical 
histories, audiological evaluations, evaluations of 
intellectual, motor, and language development, 
and an evaluation of social competencies. The 

Leiter International Performance Scale was ad- 

ministered by a bilingual clinical psychologist to 

determine the I1.Q. of the subjects; the language 
and motor development were determined by the 
graduate students using the Receptive-Expressive- 

Emergent Language Scale and the Denver 

Developmental Screening Test. The social com- 

petencies were determined by an_ instrument 

developed for this study. Intellectual functioning 
for all children was at the dull/norrnal level or 

below, except for one child whose I.Q. was 105; 

all were language retarded, and all had normal 

motor development. On the social competencies 
test, the childrens’ scores were analyzed in com- 
parison to each other and to the entire group. As 

a group, they expressed affection with greater 

frequency than they attempted to gain the atten- 

tion of adults and/or used adults as resources. 

They also spent a great deal of time in productive 

play and very little in non-productive play. 

(Author/AM) 
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This study was initiated to determine the sig- 
nificant issues affecting metropolitan collabora- 
tion, as perceived by superintendents of selected 
districts in the Greater on Area. It was also 


intended to determine the existence of dif- 
ferences among superintendents in their percep- 
tion of issues. The issues identified were those of 
community considerations, financial considera- 
tions, program considerations, and coordinating 


agency considerations. Described findings in- 
dicated that financial consideration is the high 
priority issue in this area, and that the conception 
of a coordinating agency depends upon accepta- 
ble finance plans. Responses indicated an empha- 
sis on acceptance of voluntary collaborative pro- 
grams only. Significant differences in perceptions 
of issues were not evident in collective positive 
negative responses. Findings indicated support for 
programs of assistance but are reflective of the 
need for a more coherent pattern of collaborative 
efforts. The study was directed toward the need 
pelBaven administrative participation in collaborative 

ning, as determined by previous 
po ne indings are intended to be instrumen- 
tal in helping collaborative efforts to be more 
responsive to local needs by resolving issues con- 
sidered significant in the selected districts.

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This dissertation is about the development of 
social movements out of racial and educational 
conflict in Boston. With a socio historical ap- 
proach to the problem, this study makes use of 
oral history interviews, documents from groups 
involved in the education conflict, and census 
material. This examination centers on the black 
community of Boston and its attempts to change 
the Boston public schools. Among the major 
aspects of this exploratory study are: an overview 
of the history of the school conflict in Boston as 
seen by the black community; a discussion of the 
beginnings of the contemporary education con- 
flict in 1963, and the mobilization of a school 
movement in the city’s black community in the 
context of the evolving national civil rights and 
black power movements; analysis of movement 
organizations, voluntary busing groups and alter- 
native schools; movement leadership and suppor- 
ters; and the opposition centering in the school 
bureaucracy until the 1970's when a counter 
movement, the anti-busing movement arose in the 
context of federal governmental policy and local 
litigation. All of these factors led to school 
desegregation in Boston in 1974 and 1975. A 
major conclusion of this study is that both sides 
of the education conflict in Boston consist of a 
marginal middle class, blacks and whites, in the 
city, giving the conflict a particular social class 
and racial content. (Author/AM) 
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An historical and sociological explanation for 
the misclassification of black and Mexican-Amer- 
ican school children in special education classes 
for mentally retarded minors is presented in this 
dissertation. The California ucation Code 
which extends back to the inception of California 
public education, reveals the legislative basis for 
the exemption policies and practices against ex- 
ceptional children and nonwhite racial minorities 

ifically. The repeal of the separation of races 
clause in the education code, the basis for the ex- 
emption of specific racial . is found to in- 
tersect with the introduction of special education 
classes for mentally exceptional school children 
in 1947. Special education classes consequently 
evolved as a form of extra-legal exemption from 
normal school status for particular types of cul- 
turally different yet mentally able minority chil- 
dren. Historical data presented in the California 
Education Code are su a case study of 
an urban school district, Oakland, California. The 
organizational dependence of special education 
upon regular education, and the strong degree of 
local school autonomy are examined as sociologi- 
cal conditions for the growth of special education 
itself and the resulting minority classification.

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The purpose of this dissertation was to develop 

in students an awareness of when sex-role 

stereotyping occurs and the impact it has on 
them. It was the goal of the program to afford the 
students an opportunity to become more aware of 
the status quo regarding their socialization and 
broaden their outlooks of what can be. Eighty- 
nine fifth grade students were drawn from four 
classes in Roman Catholic elementary schools in 
central Pennsylvania.

It was hypothesized that the 
students who participated in this program for in- 
creasing awareness of sex-role bias would exhibit 
a significantly greater change in specific and 
general sex-role stereotyping as well as signifi- 
cantly positive changes in self-concept and 
aspired-to self. Conclusions based within the 
limitations of this study revealed that sex-roles 
are well established by the fifth grade.

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‘This dissertation is a descriptive study of nine 

intact black American famibies. The research 

focuses on the e black wife/mother. 

Based on the cross-cultural approach of the Whit- 

ing model for psycho-cultural research which 

emphasizes the relationship between patterns of 
childrearing and later personality and postulates 
that environmental influences (including ecologi- 
cal, social, economic, historical, and political 
characteristics) are important in determining the 


behavior and patterns of child-rearing of adult 
caretakers, a child-family black subculture-Amer- 
ican society paradigm is developed which views 
the family as a social system wherein persons 
within the system interact and are mutually inter- 

ndent. The model encompasses the relation- 
ships, interactions, and social roles of individuals 
within the family, as well as other influences on 
the family. The study families were selected from 
the school population of a preschool program in 
a medium sized city in the Northwest. Eight cop- 
ing strategies for black families are discussed.

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The basic aim of this dissertation was to 
analyze the level of commitment to the concept 
of bilin education exhibited by Southern 
California school districts currently participating 
in bilingual education as measured by a proposed 
index of requirements considered to be critical in 
the planning and implementation of bilingual in- 
struction.

The level of local district commitment was 
measured in terms of the willingness, on the part 
of school districts, to effect certain aspects of 
program planning and implementation which 
were considered relevant to the development of 
bilingual-bicultural education. Eight recom- 
mended practices and procedures pertaining to 
bilingual education were proposed as an index of 
critical requirements for districts participating in 
bilingual instruction. There is a major philosophi- 
cal disagreement as to the manner in which edu- 
cation should be provided for the non-English 
speaking child. Bilingual instruction as an alterna- 
tive program is not a clearly understood concept; 
definitions need to be made explicit; instructional 
roles need to be delineated; and the parameters 
of a bilingual curriculum need to be better 
defined. The general acceptance of all eight 
recommended practices the validity of 
the proposed index as a critical measure for the 
development and implementation of bilingual 
education. 
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This dissertation examined characteristics of 
educationally high risk and high potential chil- 
dren from kindergarten through first grade. It was 
designed to determine prospectively the validity 
of behaviorally based instruments administered 
during kindergarten for predicting pupils’ first 
grade achievement. Subjects, 94 and 91 
girls, were selected randomly from all kindergar- 
ten classrooms of five public elementary schools 
in a major urban city. Pupils and schools 
represented a broad spectrum of socioeconomic 
levels, language, and ethnic backgrounds. Data 
were analyzed to determine high risk, non risk or 


high potential achievement of subjects when in 
first grade, and to determine the accuracy of kin- 
dergarten assessment techniques for predicting 
these achievement outcomes. Differences amon 
risk groups were also analyzed by sex, ethnicity, 
language background, school attended, and re- 
lated socio-economic level. Overall, results in- 
dicated that: (1) children’s behavioral adaptabili- 
ty and academic aptitude relative to program de- 
mands are important variables for prediction of 
school risk, (2) use of non verbal learning tasks 
may facilitate identification of capable pupils out- 
side the mainstream culture, and (3) predictive 
accuracy is increased when the interaction 
between child characteristics and task and setting 
is considered. (Author/AM) 
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This dissertation study of the interaction 
between black fathers and their kindergarten 
daughters was conducted in order to increase 
knowledge about the black father-daughter rela- 
tionship in the early years. The study was con- 
cerned with the effect fathers’ reported child- 
rearing attitudes had on their own and their kin- 
dergarten daughter's actual behaviors as they in- 
teracted in completing a structured puzzle task. 
The sample consisted of 34 black fathers and 
their five-year old daughters. They were all mem- 
bers of intact, financially self-supporting, black 
families. All the children were in regular at- 
tendance in public or private kindergarten pro- 
grams in Tallahassee, Florida. Findings indicate 
that fathers and daughters do stimulate one 
another to respond in certain predictable man- 
ners when given specific tasks to accomplish. 
Fathers’ observed behaviors were consistent with 
selected and reported child-rearing attitudes. 
Daughters’ reported behaviors in response to rou- 
tine family situations can be measured. The 
method used to gather information in studying 
the father-child relationship does influence the 
kinds of results obtained. The procedure of ob- 
served interaction and specific behaviors using 
the videotape and following this with a structured 
interview is effective. (Author/AM) 
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This dissertation explores the participation of 
160 black mothers in the educational sector to 
determine if urban mothers who are active par- 
ticipants in their children’s schools feel less 
alienated than mothers who are less active or in- 
active. Alienation was measured in terms of three 
components: subjective alienation, the degree of 
school activity and perception of school.

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This paper evaluates the effectiveness of 
governmental actions from 1967 to 1974 to in- 
tegrate public schools in the nation’s cities.

The results of 
this evaluation indicate there are substantial indi- 
cations of progress in both the North and the 
South. Federal courts overturned most of the 
delaying tactics which southern cities were using 
to avoid integration. In most southern cities, 
black and white children now attend the same 
schools and the level of segregation is low. 
Beginning in the early 1970's, increasing pressure 
was applied to northern cities. The courts ruled 
that school board policies were partly responsible 
for the high levels of segregation still obtaining in 
many of cludes that a metropolitan areas. This 
Paper conc’ t thou; ress has been 
made in reducin, rm there i is still much 
to be accompli by A few southern and many 
northern cities have schools which are as 
segregated today as they were a decade The 
litigation process and HEW +B 
proceedings are time consuming, and a reluctant 


school board can still delay integration. A more 
serious impediment, however, to the integration 
of big city schools is the city-suburban disparity 
in racial composition. (Author/GC) 
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This booklet contains general information for 
minority students on public and private post 
secondary education. Reasons are presented for 
continuing education beyond the high school 
level. ‘The importance of further training for high 
school dropouts is also stressed. Topics such as 
entrance tests, financial aid, and application 
procedures are reviewed as they relate to mem- 
bers of minority groups.

A theory is developed in the framework of 
George Herbert Mead’s analysis on the develop- 
ment of a consistent self in response to a general- 
ized other. According to this theory, the in- 
fluence of the mt is implicated as one of the 
social-psychological which encourages 
social aiden. Saaeen was tested using 
data collected from a iin of high school 
students. Results of the study indicated that fami- 
ly integration is more closely associated with so- 
cial participation than is the strength of the 
parent-child relationship. Close relationships were 
not found to be in themselves predictive of par- 
ticipation in school social activities. Rather, stu- 
dents who perceived their families as well-in- 
tegrated, that is, having roles, norms and s, 
were those who took part in social activities and 
events. The theoretical reasons suggested by 
Durkheim and Mead suggest that the structure of 
the family is important in learning how to par- 
ticipate in other social groups. The data from this 
study suggest that the integrated family provides 
the structure of Mead’s ‘generalized other’.

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This addresses the issue of teacher train- 
ing for ui schools. Certification requirements 
for most public school teachers are mandated by 
the individual States. Requirements relevant to 
particular geographical areas are not typically in- 
cluded in State certification regulations. How- 
ever, unique characteristics of urban schools have 
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begun to be emphasized by educators concerned 
with appropriate professional preparation. Among 
these characteristics are racial, ethnic and 
economic heterogeneity, as well as a confluence 
of subcultures with concomitant attitudes and 
values. In 1976, a questionnaire was sent to su- 
perintendents of 157 city school districts. The 97 
respondents answered questions relating to: 
requirements or recommendations that their 
teachers take courses specifically relevant to the 
urban educational environment, either as a pre- 
requisite to hiring or as a condition for staying on 
in the system; requirements that new teachers 
have student teaching or practicum experience in 
city or multiracial classrooms; and the provision 
of in-service training for urban teachers by the 
districts themselves. The questionnaire also ad- 
dressed other special concerns of urban teachers 
and solicited recommendations as to ways of im- 
proving their training.

The entries include the following catego- 
ries: biography, fiction, history, literature and the 
arts, psychological/sociological interpretation, 
periodicals, teacher resources, organizations and 
agencies, and audiovisual media. All materials are 
listed with suggested grade levels. (Author/AM) 
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This paper examines the results of and the 
response to a seminar in black-Jewish relations 
which was offered to a group of Jewish youth in a 
major, urban, conservative synagogue. A pre and 
post seminar instrument was administered to 
measure various dimensions of social attitudes, 
level of socio-cultural and ritual identification 
with Judaism and the Jewish community, social 
distance perceptions, and racial attitudes. The 
seminar experience was composed of twelve two- 
hour sessions. The staff included two Jewish 
males, a black male, a Jewish female, and a black 
female. Readings were assigned and discussions 
were focused on the experiences of the black and 
Jewish communities in America, the history of 
black-Jewish relations, differing black and Jewish 
perceptions, and specific issues such as the Mid- 
die East situation, the civil rights movement and 
black power, and the New York City school cri- 
sis. ‘The pre and post seminar scores of the par- 
ticipants’ racial attitudes provide evidence which 
supports the hypothesis of positive change. 
‘Though the study was initially designed to mea- 
sure changes in the racial attitudes of seminar 
participants, the study itself, as well as the 
seminar content and the seminar leaders, became 
objects of controversy. This paper includes an 


analysis of the congregational leadership’s reac- 
tion to the program. It is suggested that the pseu- 
do-scientific, pseudo-objective, and fundamentally 
self-protective response exhibited typifies the 
reactions of Jewish communal leadership to cer- 
tain aspects of Jewish-black relations. 
(Author/AM) 
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This publication discusses the subject of black 
studies programs in 29 American colleges and 
universities. Issued initially in 1974, the report is 
based on a survey of black studies programs in a 
limited number of colleges and universities. The 
survey was prompted by the need to provide criti- 
cal information about the development and im- 
plementation of a variety of somewhat new pro- 
grams which addressed vital social, cross cultural 
and historical issues and problems in American 
education. The analysis of findings of the survey 
indicates several clear patterns in the organiza- 
tion and academic scope of the various black stu- 
dies programs investigated. Among them are the 
following: (1) most of the black studies programs 
included in the study originated as a result of stu- 
dent demands, (2) the vast majority of the pro- 
grams studied operated as autonomous units, (3) 
the programs investigated derived their theoreti- 
cal focus from the experience of black Amer- 
icans, (4) nearly all the programs surveyed were 
supported financially by funds from the regular 
institutional budgets, and (5) in most programs, 
the black studies faculty was without academic 
rank and tenure. A final section of this publica- 
tion examines major issues and future 
for institutional survival. A short selected listing 
of recent titles on the subject of black studies is 
included. (Author/AM) 
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This brochure lists educational opportunities 
for minorities and women at the postsecondary 
level. In addition to specific loan, scholarship, 
and fellowship opportunities, it also provides 
some general information on how and where to 
seek out general assistance to prepare oneself to 
pursue additional education and career goals. The 
pamphlet was targeted to assist minorities and 
women, but it can be of use to the general post- 
secondary population.

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The focus of this dissertation is on two central

Data were obtained through mailed 
questionnaires from 113 respondents who had 
participated in any of four Upward Bound Pro- 
jects. The questionnaire included the Rosenberg 

Self-esteem Measure, the Mathis Environmental 

Participation Index, and a black liberation 

identification index constructed for this study. A 

fourfold typology based on the respondent's as- 

sessments of the Upward Bound and black libera- 
tion influences was developed. Three areas, edu- 
cational achievement and goals, socioeconomic 
rating, and personal/social adjustment were ex- 
amined for patterns related to the combined as- 
sessments of Upward Bound and black liberation. 
The patterns of assessments suggested that the in- 
fluences of Upward Bound and the black libera- 
tion movement, when both were assessed as posi- 
tive, probably reinforced each other with respect 
to subsequent educational achievement and goals, 
as well as personal/social adjustment. The in- 
fluence of the black liberation movement when it 
was assessed as positive, seemed more important 
than the influence of Upward Bound with respect 
to socioeconomic rating at the time of the study.

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will provide complete information and data on 
long-term institutional care. Because this docu- 
ment provides data basically devoid of context, 
this discussion paper presents an ethnology of a 
total institution.

The chil- 
dren’s wards and the women’s wards are visited, 
and each is replete with its individual horrors. 
The children are over drugged, under stimulated 
and forgotten. In the women’s wards, women can 
be found drinking from unflushed toilets. The 
reason for this is that the water fountains are 
broken and some women crawi rather than walk. 
Palm Breeze is an inhuman and brutal institution. 
Its socialization is fast and efficient. It is a model 
for changing attitudes, behavior, and personality. 
(Author/AM) 
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In this book, a series of essays on ethnicity, in- 
dicate that there is a movement to renew self 
consciousness on the part of many ethnic groups 
from various generations. This is called the “new 
ethnicity”. The new ethnicity has at least three 
components. First, it calls for a new sensitivity to 
others in their differences. Second, it is a form of 
consciousness raising about one’s own ethnic 
group. Third, there is a willingness to share in the 
social and political needs and struggles of groups 
to which one is culturally tied as a way of bring- 
ing about greater harmony and justice. Tied in 
with the new ethnicity is a need for a public and 
popular humanities; a pluralism of stories, myths, 
and detailed studies that touch various ethnic 
groups. Also needed is a high culture which pro- 
vides continuity with the achievements of the 
past. Because there is a danger in writing about 
ethnicity solely in the context of culture and con- 
sciousness, the relationship between ethnicity and 
its direct/indirect link to the distribution of 
powers, wealth, status, and occupations is 
discussed. Another major aspect the new 
ethnicity that is developed is that in a pluralistic, 
highly mobile world like that of the U.S., a new 
human type needs to be developed, that of the 
pluralistic personality. Finally, both negative and 
itive reasons for the new ethnicity are given.

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The purpose of this dissertation was (1) to 


determine who holds primary teaching responsi- 
bility for bilingual/bicultur ism in the public 
schools; (2) to determine what methods and 
materials are being used in these p ‘ams to 
teach bilingual students; and (3) to obtain and in- 
terpret teacher opinions of the major curricular 
problems faced in instigating a bilingual program.

subject matter and/or skill areas of instruction are 
being taught in both English and Spanish by a 
majority of the districts involved in bilingual edu- 
cation for an approved length of time per week 
thereby meeting guidelines that were established. 
(Author/AM) 
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The purpose of this dissertation was to see if 

dialect and socioeconomic status affected the 

spelling strategies used by second grade children. 

A list of 18 low frequency words representing the 

lax and tense forms of a, e, and i were ad- 

ministered each month for five months. The 
spellings were assigned a score of 1-4 correspond- 
ing to the strategy level used. A factorial analysis 
of variance for r ted measures was performed 
to find the effect of dialect, socioeconomic status, 
time, vowel category, and exemplar on spelling 
strategies. The results of the analysis indicated 
that children did follow the sequential spelling 
patterns. It was found that children used different 
strategies concurrently for different types of 
words. Within word types the spelling level 
progressively increased for five out of the six 
categories. Dialect did not appear to relate to 
spelling level after pronounciation differences had 
been accounted for. Although high 
socioeconomic children scored higher than low 
socioeconomic children at all trials, this dif- 
ference was not statistically significant. Several 
conclusions were drawn from these findings. 

Since dialect did not interfere with progression 

through the spelling levels, no special spelling in- 

struction appears to be needed for children 
whose dialect differs from standard English. 

(Author/AM) 
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What is the relationship of ethnicity to stu- 
dents’ experiences in and responses to schooling? 
How is success in school related to ethnicity? In 
this dissertation the schools and community of St. 
Croix, U.S. Virgin Islands, provide the setting for 
a multi-ethnic comparative case study in educa- 
tional anthropology which addresses these 
questions. Students’ school response patterns 
were established through ethnographic observa- 
tions, structured interviews, and school records. 
Community research provided the social, poiiti- 
cal, economic, and cultural context for schooling 
on St. Croix. The study focuses primarily on the 
native or Crucian population. The Puerto Rican 
and Down Islander immigrant groups are viewed 
in comparison to their hosts. The research reveals 
clear variation both between and within the 
ethnic groupings in terms of school experiences. 
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For e le, Down Islander students are more 
likely than either Crucian or Puerto Rican stu- 
dents to finish high school. Students’ responses to 
schooling are explained through West Indian sex 
roles, Crucian class structure, and the Virgin 
islands’ status as a territory of the United States. 
The St. Croix case study reveals that schools are 
one important context for observing the tensions 
between the two value system. In addition to 
demonstrating the influence of ethnicity as cul- 
ture on students’ responses to schooling, the 
study indicates that students identify themselves 
and others according to ethnic criteria. 
(Author/AM) 
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This dissertation investigated various aspects of 
the problems experienced by many Azorean im- 
migrant children in the U.S., who, having reached 
an age when formal education is no longer legally 
compulsory for them, drop out of school. It 
focused on family values, possible influence of a 
language problem, relevancy of the educational 
process to these students and the role of peer 
pressure, seeking to determine how these factors 
affect the school-leaving problem.

cause of school leaving among Portuguese 
immigrant children is parental pressure, due to 
economic reasons also to the fact that 
parents see little value in formal education. 
Schools, however, are making a sincere and many 
sided effort to prevent dropping out. Language is 
not a major factor in early school leaving, espe- 
cially because of the availability of bilingual edu- 
cation. Nor do testing and placement procedures 
affect school leaving. The influence of peer pres- 
sure is negligible. (Author/AM) 
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This dissertation investigates the patterns of in- 
tellectual growth and academic achievement of 
children who experienced similar elementary 
school education and differed in cultural group 
membership and socioeconomic status (SES). 
The subjects of this study were 271 junior high 
students in the Lincoln, Nebraska public schools 
who had been in continuous attendance in that 
school system during their elementary school 
years. These students were from white, black, 
Mexican American, and American Indian cultural 
groups. Measures of school readiness, school 
achievement, and intelligence which had been ad- 
ministered to these students throughout elementa- 
ry school were analyzed for (1) the two groups of 
whites of low and middle SES, and (2) the four 
groups of low SES who differed in cultural group 
membership. Middle SES whites indicated a sig- 
nificantly higher level of readiness for school in- 
struction after a year of kindergarten than did 
their counterparts of low SES, while differences 
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in school readiness status did not reach sig- 
nificance for the four low SES groups of different 
cultural group membership. Achievement test 
data indicated that at the fourth grade level the 
middle SES white group was achieving at a sig- 
nificantly higher level than the low SES groups 
on all sub-tests of the achievement measure.

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The purpose of this dissertation was to identify 
and analyze the social and political factors that 
affected two school closing decisions in the Cin- 
cinnati Public Schools and to develop recommen- 
dations for improving the process of making 
school closing decisions in the future. The 
procedure for conducting the study involved the 
preparation of case reports on each of the two 
school closing experiences. These cases were 
analyzed by using an interaction decision model 
and by conducting interviews with three of the 
people who had been active participants in each 
of the decision processes. From these analyses a 
series of questions was developed for use in 
analyzing three case reports on subsequent school 
closing considerations in which a different deci- 
sion process was used. Several social and political 
factors were identified as having affected the 
decisions in the cases that were studied. The prin- 
cipals and the school communities had learned 
about the proposed closing of their schools 
through information leaks from the central office 
in both instances. Subsequent efforts to involve 
the communities in the decision process were re- 
jected because they appeared to have occurred 
after the decisions had been made. Among the 
recommendations that were made to guide the 
decision makers who will be considering the clos- 
ing of schools because of declining enrollments 
are the following: (1) a comprehensive collection 
of data concerning each school should be com- 
piled and a school should be considered for clos- 
ing only if such action is supported by the data, 
and (2) school principals who will be affected by 
the closings should be involved in the decision 
from the start of the data collection stage.

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‘The purpose of this dissertation was to deter- 

mine whether there is a significant relationship 

between the major variables of self concept, self 
actualization and the occupational _ prestige 
aspirations of black freshmen students pursuing 
higher education in the Virgin Islands. Other vari- 
ables of secondary significance which were ex- 
plored include age, sex, academic major, parents’ 
education and occupation, income, educational 
aspirations, and plans to leave the islands. The 


findings were as follows: (1) no relationship was 
established between students’ self concept and 
occupational prestige aspirations, (2) no relation- 
ship was established between students’ self ac- 
tualization and occupational prestige aspirations, 
(3) no relationship was established between the 
students’ socioeconomic status and self concept, 
between socioeconomic status and self actualiza- 
tion or between socioeconomic status and occu- 
pational prestige aspirations, (4) through the use 
of multiple regression statistical analysis the com- 
bination of the variables resulted in the following:

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purpose of this dissertation is to examine 
on a preliminary basis whether or not change in 
teaching behavior would occur as a result of 
selected kinds of field experiences in the pre-ser- 
vice education of teachers for inner city schools. 

The hypothesis tested was that students who have 

specific exposures in agencies serving inner city 

residents will demonstrate sensitivity to specific 
needs selected as desirable in teaching in inner 
city schools to a larger extent than students who 
do not have such exposure. Twelve students were 
selected to participate in the study. The students 
were divided into two groups of six. Group X was 
exposed to a series of field experiences in the 
inner city communities. Group Y was exposed to 
the traditional lecture-discussion approach. Stu- 
dents were engaged in a micro-teaching ex- 
perience before and after field or classroom ex- 
posure. Teaching behavior within the framework 
of micro-teaching was examined in six categories. 

The findings of the study indicated that teaching 

behavior appeared to change for the group that 

was exposed to community field experience. 

Teaching behavior remained relatively unchanged 

for the group that received traditional pre-service 

training. The findings become significant in view 
of the literature that support the special needs of 
inner city children and thus, the need for innova- 
tion in pre-service training programs.

Eight major chapters 
focus on poverty, unemployment, welfare, law en- 
forcement, urban finance, housing, education, 
and health care. Each chapter examines each 
problem and provides recommendations for deal- 
ing with it. The chapter on poverty notes that 
some of the opinions held about urban areas and 
its inhabitants are based on misconceptions of the 
forces that have shaped these areas. The author 
suggests that the problems of poverty are the 
results of human action and as such, action can 
be taken to overcome them. Unemployment con- 
tinues to be one of America’s most pressing 
problems. Possible avenues of approach to this 
problem include the acceptance of zero unem- 
ployment as a national goal. It is noted that our 
welfare system is sometimes punitive and that it 
defies good economic sense. More fundamental 
reform is needed to make welfare a more positive 
rather than a negative force. It is suggested that 
enforcement of the law is weighted against low- 
income people, allowing the higher-income 
criminal a place of privilege. One way of solving 
the problems of urban finance is to end the 
economic isolation of central city taxpayers by 
taxing residents of all metropolitan municipalities 
at a common rate. Also, continued advocacy in 
the areas of education and housing is suggested, 
while a national health insurance plan is urged in 
the area of health care.
